GEN. KOMAROFF EXPLAINS WHY 
HE FOUGHT THE AFGHANS. 
THE ©ZAR THANKS THE TROOPS AND THEIR 
COMMANDER—PENJDEH OCCUPIED ON 
APRIL 2—RUSSIA REFUSES TO YIELD 
AN INCH OF TERRITORY. 

Lonvon, April 12.—Gen. Komaroff has 
made a detailed statement tending to show that 
the Afghans provoked the recent battle. The 
effect of this statement, however, has been 
weakenea by reports received by way 
of the Austrian telegraph stations on the 
Russian frontier. Penjdeh was occupied by 
Col. Alikhanoff on the 2d inst. Russia explains 
that Gen. Komaroff was obliged to occupy Penj- 
deh in order to stop the pillaging of the district 
by Turcomans, and that the Afghans had threat- 
ened to resume offensive operations. 

The Russian Minister of War has sent a con- 
gratulutory message to Gen. Komaroff, and has 
directed him to thank the troops in the name of 
the Czar, and to announce to them that all who 
took part in the battle will be rewarded accord- 
ing to their rank. 

The Ameer, upon leaving Rawalpindi, ex- 
pressed himself as certain that the whole of Af- 
ghanistan would welcome the assistance of Brit- 
ish and Indian troops to repel Russia. 

St. Pererspcure, April 12.—The Official 
Messenger publishes the following telegram from 
Gen. Komaroff, dated April 1: 

“On the 23th of March our detachment ap- 
proached Dashkepri. When near the bridge we 
saw an intrenchment occupied by Afghans. In 
order to avoid a conflict I stationed my 
troops five versts [a little over tires miles] 
from the Afghan position. Negotiations with 
Capt. Yate [a member of Sir Peter Lumsden’s 
force] began on the 26th. When the Afghans 
became convinced that we had no intention of 
attacking them they daily drew nearer to our 
camp. On the 27th they despatched against a com- 
pany of ours, covering a reconnoitring party, 
three companies, with a gun and some cavalry. 
Next day,their audacity and arrogance increasing 
they occupieda high and commanding position 








on the left flank of our camp, made in- 
trenchments, and placed a cavalry post in 
the rear of our line and a_ picket 
within gunshot of our fort. On _ the 
29th I- sent the Afghan commander - an 
energetic : summons to evacuate the left 
bank of the  Kushk and- the _ right 


bank of the Murghab as far as the mouth of the 
Kushk.. He replied that acting on the advice of 
the English he would not retire beyond the 
Kushk. 1 then sent him a private letter, couched 
in amicable terms. On the 30th, in order 
tosupport my demand,I marched with my de- 
tachment against the Afghan position, still ex- 
pecting a pacific issue; but fire from the Afghan 
artillery and an attack of their cavalry compelled 
me to accept a combat.” 

The St. Petersburg Journal says that the fore- 
going statement leaves no question that the Rus- 
sians did not act aggressively; 


that, more- 
over, . Sir Peter Lumsden’s second dis- 
patch to the British Government justified 
Gen. Komaroff’s action, and that even 


Mr. Gladstone has shown s praiseworthy anxiety 
to atone for the ungracious words about Russia 
which first escaped him. The press ynanimously 
declare that Komaroff’s explanation is a suffi- 
cient reply to England’s demand. 

It is reported that Lieut.-Gen.:Obroutcheff, 
chief of thegeneral staff of the imperial army, 
is about to proceed to Merv to assume command 
of all the m litary operations in Turkestan and 
Afghanistan. Gen. Obroutcheff is known as the 
conqueror of Moukhtar Pasha, whom he defeat- 
ed at Aladja-Dagh after a pitched battle lasting. 
two days, in October, 1877. 

The imperial arsena's at Cronstadt and else- 
where are being worked to their utmost capaci- 
ty. preparing field and siege artillery, small 
arms, and ammunition for immediate service. 

A rumor is current that the contlict between 
the Russians and Afghans arose in the follow- 
ing way: ** Some of the English officers stationed 
at the Afghan Outposts invited some 
Russian officers on the other side to 
breakfast. The Russians were unable to accept 
the invitation, but they sent an invitation to 
the English officers. The latter accepted, and 
staid in the Russian camp until late at night 
and then asked for an escort. Gen. Komaroff 
disguised some of his officers as privates to ac- 
company the escort, with the object of ob- 
taining news of the Afghan forces. When the 
escort arrived atthe Afghan camp, one of the 
Russians was observed taking notes in his pock- 
etbook. The Afghans tried to taxe away the 
book, astruggle ensued,and a shot was fired,from 
which side is not known. The Russians hurried 
back to their camp, and the Russian troops were 
called to arms and advanced against the Afghans 
next morning.” 

Gen. Komaroff is already called the conqueror 
ofthe Afghans. Everyone is eiated at his suc- 
cess und considers the affair a reverse for En- 
vtiland. 

Lonpbon, April 13.—The Daily Telegraph’s 
Berlin. dispatch says that-Gen. Komaroff has 
been appointed Commander-in-Chief of the Rus; 
sfan army in Turkestan, and asserts that Russia 
vefuses to yield an inch. 

The Daily News,in an editorial this morning, 
says that it is not likely the Government will 
make any statement of its policy in Parliament 
to-night, but that it will simply announce the 
details of the dispatching of the reserves. Con- 
tinuing, the News says that if Gen. Komaroff’s 
statement be correct, it shifts the blame upon 
the Afghans but that it is difficult to reconcile 
the statement With the fact that neither Sir’ 
Peter Lumsden mor Capt. Yate, who must know 
the facts, mention the circumstances as reported 
by Gen. Komaroff. 

A dispatch received at the War Office from Sir 
Peter Lumsden, at Tirpul, says the Russian 
Army is advancing dqwn the Murghab River. 

Up to anearly hour this morning the Govern- 
ment had received no further dispatches from 
St. Petersburg. 

It is reported that acouncil of war has been 
held at St. Petersburg, at which the Czar pre- 
sided,and that the Czar has appointed Gen. 
Komaroff. Commander-in-Chief in Turkestan 
and has issued orders to push 50,000 troops for- 
ward to the Afghan border. ; 

The Standard says: “Gen. Komaroff's state- 


ment is an e'aborate effort to justify his attack, 
but not a syllable shows that he received orders 
from St. Petersburg not to advance. Every- 
thing tends to indicate that he did not 
receive such orders. We anxiously await 
Capt. Yate’s version. of Gen. Komaroff's 
innocent reconnoitering party. It is easy to dis- 
engage the facts from the mass of euphemistic 
incincerity. The Russians unquestionably ad- 
vanced first, forcing the Afghans to take a bet- 
ter defensive position. The Tirpul telegram 
shows the value of the Russian - assurances. 
There is no reason why the Russians should not 
soon be under the wallsof Herat. One notice- 
able point of Gen. Komaroff’s statement is that 
the English encouraged the afghans. It is 
against us thatthe Russian advagee along the 
Murghab River is now directed.” 

The Timesin an editorial says: * Gan. Kom- 
arof makes no excuse for bis fresh advance. 
He admits that he did not see the Afghans until 
pear the bridge. This admission from such a 
source that the Afghans had not advanced is 
valuable. Gen. Komaroff deliberately went in 
search of the Afghan -intrenchment, sat down 
within easy shelling distance, threw out an ad- 
vanced guard to seize any undisputed conven- 
jent position,and sentan ultimatum demand- 
ing that the Afghans evacuate their 
position. He then marched forward and 
made an attack, all. the while Jabor- 
ing to maintain peace. Gen. Komaroff 
is certainly a humorist of the first quality. It is 

*-g fair inference that be never received orders 
‘not to advance.” The tenor of the whole article 


congratulates the country upon having enor- 
mous defensive resources and upon the posses- 
sion of loyal India. 

RAWALPINDI, April 12.—The Ameer Ab- 
durrahman left for Cabul to-day. Previous to 
his departure a grand review of the army took 
place, and the Ameer was invested with the 
insignia of the order of the Grand Cross of India. 
He expressed himself as being greatiy pleased 
with his visit, praised the troops, and hoped that 
the friendship between India and Afghanistan 
might be eternal. ; 

There was not a hitch in the whole course of 
the negotiations between the Ameer and the 
Viceroy. The Ameer has great belief in the 
natural defensive strength of Afghanistan to 
repel Russia. He believes that the Komaroff 
incident will set the whole country against the 
Russians. The peaceful aspect or affairs at 
Cabul is convincing proof of the ability of the 
Ameer’s rule. 

Kinestown, Lreland, April 12.—The Brit- 
ish men-of-war Neptune and Sultan have gone 
to Portsmouth to receive equipments. The 
other vessels of the Channel fleet have gone to 
Queenstown. 

BoMBAY, April 12.—Troops are moving 
toward Quetta as rapidly as the transport fa- 
cilities willallow. The Third and Fourth Army 
Corps have been ordered to be placed on a war 
footing. 

Cargo, April 12.—The Russian Consul 
here has ordered the Russian transports Nos- 
troma and St. Petersburg to proceed to Vladi- 
vostock, avoiding all British ports. 

Varna, April 12.—The Turkish Ministry 
is divided in regard to the question of an 


alliance with England or Russia. Meetings 
of the Ministers are held frequently. 
It is stated that the Russian Gov- 


ernment has offered to surrender Kars and to 
allow Turkey to occupy the Balkans in return 
for the closing of the Dardanelles and tbe Bos- 
phorus against English men-of-war. The Sultan 
favors the adoption of a neutral policy. 
TEHERAN, April 12.—The Russian Lega- 
tion is strenuously interceding for the release of 
Ayoub Khan, ex-Ameer of Afghanistan.’ 
Opessa, April 12.—War between Russia 
and England is believed to be unavoidable. The 
Russians boast that the railway is being briskly 
pushed to Saraks,that there are already 2),000 
Russian troops on the Afghan frontier, and that 
there are 20,000 more at Samarcand, whieh could 
be marched to Herat in two or three weeks. The 
only possible reliance on peace is in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s pacific policy.

THE AMEER’S HOSTILE RELATIVES. 
Ayoub Khan appears likely to become 
once more a familiar figure in Afghan troubles, 
for Russian diplomacy may be relied upon to 
use him and any remote relatives of the deposed 
Ameer to sow among the Afghans the seeds of 
emnity toward the English. As for that matter, 
ever since the Russian and the Englishman be- 
gan ciphering over the Afghan problem, nearly 
a century ago, one of the duties as well 
as diversions of the diplomats of these 
two great powers has been to play 
against one another the relatives of 
the reigning Ameer. Ayoub will be remembered 
as the energetic leader who campaigned against 
the British at Candahar three years ago, but was 
defeated and ordered into exile, from which 
he seems likely now to be recalled by the Rus- 
sians. As the troublesome son of Shere Ali, bent 
on aiding his brother Yakoob in capturing the 
throne or maxing away with their stern father, 
Ayoub was once required to betake himself in 


hot haste to Persia, which has ever been a 
sort of Canadian asylum for filial cuttbroats 
of the royal brood ot Afghans. As far Yakoob, 
he was treacherously seized by his affectionate 
parent, lodged in a dungeon, and subjected to 
such rigorous treatment that his mind became 
affected, and he maintained a condition of com- 
arative passivity for the remainder of his days. 
akoob’s offense was in rebelling against his 
father’s implied if not expressed determination 
to pass him by and place a younger and more 
favored son. Abdoola Jan, upon the throne. 
Yakoob rallied a force of men and opened tight. 
The English authorities were suspected of se- 
cretly encouraging the revolt, for Shere Ali was 
far from being their stanch friend. As has often 
been the case with English intrigue in the East, 
performance followed so tardily upon the heels 
of promise that Yakoob, grown weary of shad- 
ing his eyes and watching the horizon, dropped 
his hand and turned his face toward the west. 
He reached and crossed the Heri-Rud in safety, 
returning, however, with Persian recruits and 
gaining temporary’ advantages until occurred 
the inciaent of the dungeon. 

His brother Ayoub’s claim to the throne, from 
which their father was subsequently deposed by 
the English, furnishes an excuse for participa- 
tion in the present difficulties, and Russian coun- 
sel and assistance will not be lacking should he 
bave any doubts as to the course of procedure 
to be followed. But then these fellows seldom 
are doubts, and never any scruples about any- 
thing. 

Shere Ali himself had a bloody and adventur- 
ous experience in establisbing his right to the 
throne, and once having secured the treasure he 
yas disposed to bestow it upon such one of his 
offspring as best suited his savage mind. Nor 
was he willing that any of the others should 
question his choice, The example had been set 
him by his illustrious father, Dost Mahomed 
Khan, and he followed it with barbaric severity. 
It had so happened that he was born of a moth- 
er of noble family, and was fourth on the 
list of sons recognized by the reat Dost 
as his own. Two older half brothers had a moth- 
er “of low degree,”’ while the third had been 
brought into the worid by ‘a favorite wife.” 
Their claims were set aside by the stern Ameer, 
they rebelled, chased Shere Ali into Herat, and 
in time doubtless would have cut his royal 
throat had they not within a few months there- 
after passed into the mosiem paradise, their 
deaths curiously enough being due, as history 
certifies, to natural causes. Shere Ali was re- 
serve! for the humiliation of witnessing the 
— Ameer succeed to all his titles and privi- 
eres. 

The head of this very interesting family of 
barbarian bloods, Dost Mahomed Khan, was 
himself a twentieth son, who underwent a va- 
riety of rude experiences before his brothers 
and half brothers were swept away and he as- 
cended the throne. In his younger days he was 
asweeper at a sacred tomb; then, through the 
favor of a brother, he had a place at Court. The 
brother’s eyes were bierced out with a dagger by 
the son of the Ameer, and then he was b: utally 
murdered. A line of rulers who had been Kings 
in Cabul a hundred years was cut short by 
this act, and Dost, by a series of the same savage 
brutalities, was revenged, and in turn assumed 
the chair of state. Other Afghan scenes tragic 
and revolting might be cited in the history of 
Dost and his descendants, though these would 
seem to he sufficient to show that royalty in that 
fierce country has its drawbacks, and is likely to 
be ditched one day and find itself the next 
mounted on a gorgeously caparisoned elephant. 








TATALLY BEATEN BY HIS SON. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 12.—Julius Schmidt, 
43 years old, of No. 237 Market-street, was fatal- 
ly injured this afternoon by his son Charles, 15 
years old, Between 3 and 4 o'clock he called 
his youngest son, Earnest, 13 years old, in a room 
and began to whip him withastick. Charles, 
who claims that his father was almost flay- 
ing his brother alive, called on him to 
stop. His fatherswore at him and continued 
to rain blows across the boy’s back and 
shoulders. Charles then ran into an ad- 
joining room, and, picking up a hatch- 
et, again warned his father to stop. 
The tiagelation was continued, when Charles 
sprang forward and dealt his father a stunning 
blow on the forehead. As he staggered back 
with a groan the boy struck him again on 
the top of the head and, as he wheeled around 
and pitched forward, dealt him the third and 
Jast blow on the back of the head. The police 
were given notice, and the boy was arrested 
and locked up, and the wounded man was con- 
veyed to the Pennsylvania Hospital, where it 
was found that the frontal bone of the skull 
was broken and the skull at the base of the 
brain was fractured in half a dozen different 
places. The blow on the top of the head was a 
glancing one and only inflicted asevere scalp 
wound. Either of the other injuries, however, 
is supposed to be sufficient to cause death. 

The boys and their mother declare that Schmidt 
is of a violent temper and has frequently beaten 
the boys without just cause. They say that 
these attacks have recently been of almost 
daily occurrence, and some of the beatings 
bave been so violent as to put the boys 
in terror of. their lives. During the after- 
noon the (father recovered consciousness, 
and inastatement toa reporter said that the 
mother was at fault in the whole matter, and 
that she had incited the boys to hate him and 
often to beat him.

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RIEL DESIRING A BATTLE. 





ADVANCING TO’ MEET GEN. MIDDLETON— 
THE BESIEGED BATTLEFORD GARRISON. 

WINNIPEG, April 12.—The rebel chief 
Riel nas crossed the river Saskatchewan and 
is coming south, with all his forces, to 
meet Gen. Middleton and his troops. Gen. 
Middleton is advancing and a big battle 
is imminent. It is thought that every 
thing depends on this engagement, and the re- 
sult is anxiously awaited. Riel isknown to have 
coilected all his forces for this contest, and will 
make a desperate struggle for victory. Gen. 
Middleton telegraphs for reinforcements to be 
sentat once. The Twelfth and Thirty-fifth Bat- 


talions started for thre front this evening. The 
excitement here is intense. A report has just 
reached here that the Nintieth, the Winnipeg ‘ 
Battalion, had an engagement with the rebels 
and over 80 members of the battalion were killed 
and the supplies all captured. Attempts to ver- 
ify the report have been without success. The 
indications are that it is correct, but the Gov- 
ernment officials steadfastly refuse to give any 
information. 


OrrawaA, Ontario, April 12.—Reports 
from Gen. Middleton to-day indicate that with- 
in three days he will be at close quexers with 
the half breeds in tbe vicinity of Batouche’s 
Crossing, when a fight will probably 
take placc. Every precaution is being taken 
to prevent a rebel retreat, the troops baving 
been divided into three divisions, all advan- 
cing northward from distinct points. Crow- 
foot, chief of the Blackfeet Indians, tele- 
raphed Sir John Macdonald to-day that 
e would ‘be loyal to the Government, 
and, as proot of hig allegiance, urged the Gov- 
ernment to accept the services of histribe. A 
number of Blackfeet scouts will be placed along 
the boundary line to Jook after American In- 
man who are reported to be moving north- 
ward. 

A dispatch from Battleford to-night states 
that the Cree Indians, who attacked Battleford 
some time ago and who have been camped in its 
vicinity ever since, have departed, with the in- 
tention, it is believed, of attacking. Fort Pitt 
and then forming a junction wifh the Indians 
at Frog Lake, thescene of the Jute massacre. 
Should this take place many terrible accounts 
ot slaughter of helpless settlers will be heard of 
before assistance can be rendered. 

St. Paun, Minn., April 12.—A Winnipeg 
special to the Globe says: “* The following dis- 
patch has just been received from Battleford: 
*A courier scout just in from Prince Albert re- 
ports seeing 300 Indians, many mounted, ata 
point of woods on the Swift Current trail 20 
miles south of here. He found large doposits of 
supplies on the Indian reserve. Everything is 
unchanged here; awaiting troops.’”’ ‘ 
A Clark’s Crossing dispatch of last night says: 
“The Battleford garrison can hold out till the 
arrival of troops, should the Fort Pitt Indians 
not reach there. The Indian programme is to 
take Fort Pitt and then concentrate for an at- 
tack on Battleford, The health of the garrison 
is fairly good. There is but littie sickness, one 
death, a child, and two births having occurred 
since the people were shut in the barracks.” 


Hattrax, Nova Scotia, April 12.—For 
two weeks the battalion ordered to be held in 
readiness for marching orders has been drilling 
hard. On Friday afternoon a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Ottawa to start the men off at once 
forthe front. Three guns were fired from the 
citadel at 6 o’clock,. which was the signal for the 
men to parade at headquarters. By 7:30 there 
wasastrong turnout. The battalion was put 
through a number of manceuvres, after which 
the men were addressed by the Colonel and dis- 
missed, with orders to assemble at 7:30 o’clock 
next morning for the purpose of embarking for 
the Northwest. As the news spread tnrough the 
city the excitement grew intense. The departure 
of 400 citizen soldiers for active service was a 
new experience for Halifax. The muster on 
Saturday morning was fully as strong as on the 
previous evening, there being only two or three 
absentees when the roll was called. The march 
from headquarters to the station was through 
streets thronyed with people, a strong force of 
police being scarcely able to clear a way for the 
departing regiment. At the station thousands 
of people had assembled, and the greatest en- 
thusiasm prevailed.

| A LEAP FROM A CAR WINDOW. 








BROWNING, THE BIGAMIST, ESCAPES FROM 
A RAPIDLY MOVING TRAIN, 
PHILADELPHIA, April 12.—The passengers 
‘in the rear car of the Pacific express’ which left 
New-York at 8 o’clock last night on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad’ were startled by a crash of glass 
just after the train had crossed the Morrisville 
bridge, just thisside of Trenton. All that could 
be seen was a man's legs as they disappeared 
out of one of the car windows. Two 
men who satinthe seat in front jumped up 
quickly and tried to grab the man’s legs, but 
they were too late. The man who jumped 
out of the window was William H. 
Browning. He was handcutfed and on his 
way to Westchester to answer the charge of 
bigamy. The men who sat in front of 
him were Sheriff Baker and Deputy 
Sheriff Hoopes, of West Chester, who went 
to New-York last Friday to bring on their pris-. 
oner. The train was running at the rate of 35 
miles an hour at the time Browning jumped. 
In getting out of the window he carried 
the entire sash with him. Sheriff Baker hurried 
into the next car and told Brakeman Fitz- 
gerald what had bappened. The  brake- 
‘™man ran to the forward end of the 
train, which consisted of ten cars, and 
told Conductor William Jones, who. pulled 
the bell rope and the train stopped, but 
not until it had reached  Tullytown, 
tive miles this side of where the man 
made the awful leap. Sheriff Baker 
and Deputy Hoopes got off the train and, 
eafter borrowing a lamp from the opera- 


tor at the station, started back. along 
the railroad, expecting to find Browning's 
dead body. After walking to the south 


end of Morrisville, four miles back, they picked 
up Browning’s hat. The officers searched about 
until after midnight, but could not find their 
escaped prisoner, and abandoned further 
search until morning. They stopped over night 
in Morrisville, and this morning brigbt and 
early started out. They found blood stains 
near where the hat was found. The stains 
were found along the track on the railroad 
ties as far as Bristol.a distance of nine miles, 
where the trail abruptly stopped. Sheriff Baker 
visited the Bristol police and left the case in their 
hands, and heand his deputy returned to-night 
to West Chester. Browning was arrested in 
New-York City ona warrant sworn out by one 
of his wives, who lives in West Brandywine 
Township, in Chester County. He was 
tried in New-York. last Thursday on a 
charge of beating the newest and youngest of 
his wives, but through intimidation she testified 
so that Browning was acquitted. The Bristol 
police had not found the cesperate fugitive up 
to midnight to-night. e 





KILLED AND THROWN IN A WELL. 

INDEPENDENCE, Kan., April 12.—Hiram 
Foulks, an elderly and eccentric bachclor, of 
some property, who lived alone ona farm near 
this piace, was murdered Friday night by some 
unknown person, who then stole a horse and 
escaped. he crime was not discovered until 
to-day, when Foulks’s body was found ina well 
and the premises untenanted except by an old 
watch dog, which had been shot in the leg. 
Foulks’s assailant had shot him in the head, 
thrown his bodyinto the well, and then ran- 
sucked the house. A bag was found concealed 
on Foulks’s person containing $1,700. 

A TOWN PARILY BURNED. 

KawnsAS City, Mo., April 12.—A disastrous 
fire occurred this afternoon at Lee’s Summit, a 
small town on the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 
25 miles east of this city. Twenty-eignt 


buildings were burned, comprising the en- 
tire business portion of the place. Ihe loss will 
probably reach $100,000; insurance about $40,000. 
The fire started ina photograph gallery from 
some unknown cause. A hose reel nt from 
this city by special train arrivedin time to do 
good service. The Post office and Journal office 
were burned.

GEN. GRANT MUCH WORSE 


SLEEPING ONLY TWO HOURS SAT- 

URDAY NIGHT. 

ANOTHER SEVERE COUGHING SPELL LAST 
EVENING—FAILING DURING THE LAST 
WEEK—A TALK WITH DR, NEWMAN. 

One must read between and beyond the 
lines of yesterday’s official reports to get an idea 
of Gen. Grant’s condition. As has been often 
said, the doctors omit reference to matters of 
infinitely greater interest to the lay reader than 
what they report. Saturday night was one of 
the worst the General has had. He slept but two 
hours. The phlerm that choked his throat a lit- 
tle before midnight brought on a most distress- 
ing condition along the track of the disease, 
with severe inflammation and intense pain. His 
breath;came hard and often with a rasping 
sound. The attendants, believing they could 
control the trouble, spared the family the pain 
of witnessing it, but professional skill was taxed 
to effect relief. It did not come until sleep was 
induced, at 4 o’clock inthe morning. Then from 
sheer exhaustion the General got the two hours 
of sleep. Col. Grant was the only member of 
the family who knew untll morning about the 
bad turn. 
The doctors believe, and do not make conceal- 
ment of their opinions with such of the family 
and friends as can approach them for a frank 
expression in private, that the General is about 
to start rapidly again on the down grade. This 
would be expected from the natural course of 
the disease, which is one of downs and ups, with 
a constant downward tendency. After an attack 
the patient never rallies to the average condition 
that preceded the attack. This is conspicuously 
true in Gen. Grant’s case. It has now been 10 
days since the family were summoned to what 
was supposed to be the deathscene. The bul- 
letins since then have indicated almost uninter- 
rupted improvement. There was certainly a 
stimulated rally and two or three nights passed 
in profound sieep. But as a whole, the past 
week was one of failing strength—a steady ad- 
vence toward complete exhaustion. The only 
doctor in whom the family repose implicit con- 
fidence frankly announced this conclusion yes- 
terday, although the official reports give no in- 
timation of it. 
Yet the day was in no sense a cheerless one in 
the Grant household. The members of the fam- 
ily greeted the General in the morning as happily 
as though his night had been unbroken. They 
had heard of the trouble, but did not allude to It 
in bis presence. He was not morose when he 
awoke, but calm andina pleasant humor, wel- 
coming the familiar faces as genially as though 
all were well with him. He took his nourish- 
ment of milk while breakfast was served below, 
and then, his chair having been wheeled so that 
he sat back to the light, he dozed for an hour. 

When he awoke his room was filled with the 

perfume of towers left by Cyrus W. Field. Mrs. 

Sartoris and Mrs. Fred Grant were sitting in the 

library. One of the library windows had been 

left open while the family breakfastea. Dr. 

Newman joined the ladies. Mrs. Sartoris an- 

nounced bim to her tather. The General straight- 

ened himself up and,walked into the library. 

“It is too cold for me in here,” he said, after 

greeting his Pastor, and turning about he hob- 

bled back into the sick room. 

“IT presume he came out,’”’ Dr. Newman said, 

in speaking of the visit, **‘ because he wanted a 

change of surroundings. Until Saturday he had 

scarcely been out of the sick room for aweek. 

Of course it grew mouotonous. Yet, when he 

found that the change of atmosphere was too 

great, he went back to his chair perfectly con- 
tented. 

“The way that man faces death is simply 

marvelous,”’ Dr. Newman went on, after u mo- 

ment’s pause. “It is a remarkable instance of 
calm heroism, Sick men usually are either 
buoyed up by hope or are plunged in despond- 
ency. The majority of sick people bope for re- 
covery. That sustains them. But Gen. Grant 
knows there is no hope. He simply awaits the 
end patiently, caimly, without complaint. Day 
atter day, in great suffering, with the certainty 
of relief only through death, his mind is clear, 
his emotions composed, and his. soul’ in perfect 

eace, lt 1s a grand thing to contemplate, wholly 

o keeping with the pe hee of his life. 

* Quite as admirable,’”’ Dr. Newman continued, 
‘is tne way that Mrs. Grant faces this trial. She 
superintends the house as formerly, looking 
atter every detail of management, attending to 
the comforts of the family, bountiful, thorough, 
and unsparing of herself in her good offices tor 
others, and doing it allina cheerful, matronly 
fashion that is very winning. She has been pros- 
trated, but rousing from her own depression has 
sought ever to inspire the household with con- 
tentmert and to lighten the cares of those about 
her. Of late she has been specially inspiring, for 
@ reason that can be readily understood. Dur- 
ing the early dangerous part of the General's 
sickness he was averse to having her much in 
his presence, because be did 1.ot want her to sus- 
pect his sufferings. Of late, as he knows that 
she understands what is coming, and that her 
mind has dwelt uponit and comprehends it, he 
wants her near him whenever it may Frage her. 
Often he asks for her. On Saturday he walked 
into her room and sat a while with her. All this 
is very cumforting to her, and none the less so 
from the fact that she understands his motive 
in sparing wer distress before she knew that the 
disease was fatal. 

** The spirit of calmness that lives within the 

General and the fortitude and womanly strength 

of character that sustain Mrs. Grant are refiect- 

edin the demeanor of the entire family. ldo 
not go 1n this statement es ge 7 where any one 
may see. The privacy of the different rooms is 
no subject for comment. But as a visitor meets 
the family he finds them cheerful. They talk of 
ordinary affairs, discussing the news and other 
topics ot mterest, as any family might do. 

Gloom is not allowed within the house. It isa 

house of peace, of quiet, of Christian cheerful- 

ness, The niinistrations of religion by prayer 
are grateful to the patient and the family alike. 

They realize their dependence on Divine good- 

ness; that religion can do as much for the great 

as for the poor, while neither the great nor poor 
can make religion better. 

“ Feeliug what the end must be and that it 
cannot be long delayed,”? Dr. Newman went on, 
“the family naturally grasp at every hopeful 
sign. Predictions of various kinds have reached 
them in regard to the General’s life. They put 
no taith in ustrology, for instance, and don’t 
pretend to know anything aboutit. Yet it will 
be remembered that abouta month ago an as- 
trologer set certain daysin March on which tbe 
Generai would be very low. With a single ex- 
ception, I think, he hitthe right days. He said 
it the General survived the attack of March 31 
he would live until September without another 
erltical attack. A good many _ vprophecies 
to the same effect have come to them. They 
could not well fail to inspire a sort of hope, 
and with hope have come suggestiuns of plans 
for warm weather should the General be 
alive a month or so longer., Among other 
suggestions, Senator Stanford and Mrs. Stan- 
ford have spoken of the benetit that the General 
could derive from the climate of California, and 
I believe Gov. Stanford has offered to bring a 
car here, fitted up with sick room comforts and 
in a way torelieve the common annoyances of 
travel, and to take the General any distance be 
may want to go should he get strong enough to 
stand moving. 

** Besides, the mails bring letters daily suegest- 
ing cures and forecasting the benefits of new 
methods: of treatment. Impressionals, faith 
cures, layers on of hands, anointers with oil, 
Josephites, Swedenborgs, and who not, have 
written in this line; while clairvoyants, seers, 
dream readers, and such have sent solutions ofithe 
dream the General had the other day. The figure 
17 that entered into the dream has heen construed 
in almost every possible way, some saying that 
it means that he is to live 17 days, some 17 
months, and some ]7 years. The family pay 
little attention to many of these letters, but 
they are not annoyed by them, for they realize 
that they are written from a lively sympathy 
with the General. I have hadto meet some of 
those who criticise the treatment on the ground 
that it is not 1n accord with Scriptural com- 
mands. *Oh, well,’T have said,*no doubt oil 
was a medicine in ancient times. We have medi- 
cines now which serve as good a purpose. The 
laying on of hands,I take it, was an Oriental 
custom. Now, instead of agathering of people 
laying hands on a sick man, we pray with him.’ 
That is all I can say, and I think it a better way 
to deal with people who are actuated by hopes 
like our own than to ignore them. 


“T think I may put my testimony with that 
of the family and doctors and regular visitors to 
the sick room,” Dr. Newman added, “in regard 
to the effect of the medical treatment on the 
General’s*mind. The doctors have given the 
least possible morphia to induce sleep, and have 
always been watching their chance ‘to lessen the 

uantity. For 12 hours preceding this morning, 
deapite the restless night, he was given but eight 
minims. The effect on him usually is that he 
awakes with his faculties dazed, but that soon 
passes off and he remains clear, He has spoken 
a few times before coming to himself, but there 
has been nothing approaching delirium.” - 

When Dr. Newman had gone the General re- 
lapsed into a dozing state, which lasted until 
noon. Some of the family were always near 
him, as was Dr. Douglas. The doctor had in- 
tended to leavein the morning, but at the last 
moment he changed his mind, not caring to

These well-guarded expressions were justified 
wy the Generai’s condition. The morning in- 
clination to doze had gone, and the General was 
wakeful and restless. It was not his fault that 
he failed to sleep, for he lay back in his chair tor 
a long time with closed eyes. Finding efforts to 
quiet himself useless he shifted in his chair und 
walked about a little. The ringing of the door- 
bell every tew minutes served to increase his 
wakefulness. He insisted on seeing intimate 
callers. Ex-Senator Conkling, Senator Chaffee, 
Senator Stanford, Gen. Fry, and Gen. Badeau 
were accordingly admitted to see him. The com- 
pany seemed to divert him. Mr. Conkling 
thought he was quiet. He noticed no change in 
hiscondition. Gen. Fry got the impression that 
he might last a month yet unless carried off by a 
fitof coughing. Senator Stanford said the dis- 
ease was no doubt steadily progressing, but its 
| phen y had as yet made no outward change. 

enator Chaffee, after three hours with the Gen- 
eral,summed up his condition and prospects as 
he viewed them as follows: 

‘** He has been restless and uneasy all the after- 
noon, but he shows no special change. No one 
can anticipate the immediate future. The effort 
will be to tone up thesystem, so that at the worst 
he will not die until the cancer shall reacha 
fatal stage. If he can be kept up until the can- 
cer does its work he may live for some time. 
ae fignt now is against death from exhaus- 

on. 

Col. Fred Grant said to Stephen B. Elkins at 7 
o’clock, when the General was taking his first 
hap since morning, that, although his father 
had been uneasy during the greater part of the 
day, no immediate a oot was apprehended. Dr. 
Shrady was then with him, Dr. Douglas having 
left at 4 o’clock. 

But two bulletins were issued in daylight yes- 
terday, as follows: 

6A. M.—Gen. Grant had, after 11 o’clock, a 

uiet night. At 4A.M. he fell intoa natural 
slumber, from which he has just awakened. His 
pulse is 72, temperature normal, voice strong. 

3 P. M.—Gen. Grant has been very quiet since 
the fit of coughing last nignt. He has taken his 
nourishment regularly and well as usual. Pulse 
is now 72, temperature 99. At the consultation 
just held, Drs. Barker, Sands, Sbrady, and Doug- 
= aan the treatment pursued was approved 

y all. 

The callers during the day, in addition to those 
mentioned, were Thomas Rutter, Albert Hun- 
son, who served under Gen. Grant in the Army 
of the Potomac; Gen. W. B. Franklin, Gen. C. 
T. Collis, Mr. Monarty, Judge Dillon, Congress- 
man Dorsheimer, and H. Victor Newcomb. 

At 6:30 o’clock Gen. Grant was about congrat- 
ulating himself upon having had his last cough- 
ing spell, when he was seized with, another at- 
tack. This was far more violent than any other 
attack of the day. It culminated in a fit of chok- 
ing, which momentarily grew worse. The General 
was forced to make desperate effortsto catch his 
breath. After a prolonged struggle he succeeded 
in overcoming the trouble to such an extent 
that it became possible to administer remedies. 
The family for a time were greatly alarmed. To 
the various members, as well as to friends who 
were present, the General’s condition seemed 
most serious. Dr. Shrady, however, calmed 
their fears and assured them that nothing seri- 
ous would result from the state of exhaustion 
into which the General was thrown. Morphine 
was administered, and in a comparatively short 
time the patient was cozing. He had seemed 
tired of his chair and said he would sleep in bed. 
The morphine administered, it was hoped, would 
enable him to sleep until morning. 

When the attack occurred Gen. Horace Porter 
and Edward F. Winslow were in the house. Gen. 
Porter was with Gen. Grant for some time. The 
jatrer, in his opinion, was in a most. unfavorable 
condition. ‘ The General had the greatest diffi- 
culty fora time in breathing,” he said. ‘ He 
passed a very restless day. He had several fits 
ot coughing, but they were slight-in,comparison 
with the choking speil. The family. was about 
to go to -dinner -at -the-time and ~ ex- 
pected nothing of the sort. . There is 
an element of uncertainty about the case 
that is very trying. No one can predict his con- 
dition during the night. The doctors cannot 
tell one hour how he will be the next. He is 
worse to-day than he has been forsome time. 
The disease is beginning to make heavy inroads. 
Its effect is more evident than it has ever been. 
I am sorry that 1 can say nothing favorable, but 
the fact is the disease has made inroads to-day 
that are painfully visible.”’ 

Gen. Porter was very despondent. He had 
hoped to see the patient much stronger, and was 
shocked to find him as he is. 

The Rev. Dr. Newman called at 9:30 and re- 
mmained until 10:45. “I am afraid,” he said, 
“that this will be an anxious night.” The doctor 
considered the General’s condition serious, and 
much. more unfavorable than it had been tor a 
long time. Gen. Badeau went home at 10:15. 
He was thoroughly dispirited. It had been a bad 
day for Gen. Grant, he said. Though he begged 
to be excused from expressing an opinion of the 
situation, it was evident from his manner that 
he would not be surprised if he were called to 
the General’s side during the early hours of the 
morning. : 

Other visitors were Capt. Emory, of the Dis- 
patch, formerly Lieutenant of the Bear, one of 
the Greely relief vessels, and Gen. Fiske. Capt. 
Emory was warmly greeted by Col. Grant, who 
remained in conversation with him sor 15 min- 
utes. 

In the early part of the evening the front of 
the house wasso dark as to create the impres- 
sion that the General was dying. eUsually a light 
is to be seen in the bedroom andlibrarv. Al- 
though no light was visible from the street 
in either room from 6:30 to 8 o'clock 
the gas was burning in the bedroom. The 
shutters were tightiy closed and hid it. There 
was no light in the library until after 8 o’clock. 
The biock was crowded with people untila late 
hour, and the two police officers who stood in 
front of Gen. Grant's residence had their time 
fully occupied in answering anxious inquiries 
regarding his condition. : 

Dr. Shrady issued the following bulletin at 


*Gen. Grant has been troubled during the 
latter part of the afternoon and the entire even- 
ing with an increase of mucous secretion in his 
throat, and bas coughed considerably in conse- 
quence. He has also suffered fromtwo6 attacksof 
choking, which were attended with difficult 
breathing. These were happily relieved by local 
application and the removal of the phlegm. He 
is now dozing in his chair after having slept on 
his bed for three hours. His pulse is 72 and tem- 
perature normal.”

A CLEVELAND HOTEL RUINED.

THE STILLMAN HOUSE BURNED—ALL THE 
GUESTS RESCUED. — 

CLEVELAND, April 12.—A fire broke 
out at 7:30 o’clock this morning in the Still- 
man, the elegant hotel and apartment house re- 
cently erected by Col. Harris and Daniel P. Eells 
on Euclid-avenue. The flames were discovered 
by a waiting maid in the girls’ dressing room, 
on the top floor of the building, She ran 
screaming through the corridors, buton account 
of the fact that the building was considered abso- 
lutely fireproof the clerk, upon being informed 


that the rooms of the top story were afire, gave 
the matter very little credence and ascended 
leisurely to the room designated by the fright- 
ened maid as the one where the fire was burn- 
ing. When he opened the door he discovered tnat 
the woodwork was ablaze and the flames, which 
had burnt through the ceiling, were darting 
toward the roof. Word was sent to the nearest 
engine house, from whence a fire alarm was 
turned in. When the apparatus reached the 
ecene the flames had burst through the roof and 
tongues of flame were darting a hundred feet 
into the gir, making a grand spectacle, which 
could be seen from almost any point in the city. 
Nearly all the occupants were asleep, and as 
there were many familiesin the block it was 
only after the greatest effort that all were in- 
formed of the danger. <A scene of great 
confusion followed. Ladies, half dressed, 
rushed frantically through the corridors and 
down the stairs, where they were met 
in many instances by friends, who took 
them to adjacent houses. The men reached the 
— floor in very picturesque attire. A New- 

ork drummer came rushing down clad in 
trousers, shirt, and slippers. In his hands he 
carried a cane and a pair ofalligator shoes. After 
tha flames had been gotten under control a fire- 
man brought him his watch, which he had teft 
on the bureauinhisroom. All the guests were 
conducted from their rooms with the exception 
of Mr. Harry Stevens, who got caught in his 
rooms on the sixth story. The root had fallen in, 
blocking up the doors to his room and complete- 
ly shutting off egress in that direction. After a 
great deal of difficulty he was rescued by fire- 
men reaching him on the aerial ludder. There 
being no fire escapes on the building the saving 
of all the guests is remarkable. 

At noon the flames had been extinguished, but 
the Stillman was almost a wreck. The roof is 
entirely destroyed and all the rooms are flooded 
with water. The loss is estimated at $40,000 on 
the building, and those having furnished suites 
will lose in the aggregate about $25,000. There 
was no insurance on the building or contents, as 
it was considered absolutely fireproof. The 
origin of the fire isa mystery. It is believed, 
however, to have originated ina large room on 
the eighth floor used by the servants as a dress- 
ingroom. Itisthought that a curtain was blown 
against agas jet and from thence the flames 
communicated to other inflammable material. 
There were 80 servants employed and they all 
slept on the story which was burned out. Many 
of them had all their savings locked in their 
trunks and lost everything. It is estimated that. 
the servants’ losses will foot up $3,000.

HONDURAS , JOINS ' THE + OTHER 4 STATES: 


, AGAINST GUATEMALA. 

~ LA LrBertaD, April 12, via Galveston.— 
A treaty of peace has been signed between the 
Governments of San Salvador and Honduras and 
the Jatter republic has joined the alliance against 
Guatemala. No arrangement has as yet been 
made with Guatemala. The armies of San Sal- 
vador and her allies are advancing on the city of 


Guatemala from various points and are every- 
where welcomed by the populace. Many of the 
disbanded Guatemalan troops are joining the 
allied forces. 


WASHINGTON, April 12.—No information 
has been received at the Central American Lega- 
tions in this city with regard to the treaty of, 
alliance said to have been signed between San 
Salvador and Honduras. Sefior D. Peralta, the 
Minister from Costa Rica, has, however, received 
a dispatch from the Costa Rican Minister 
at the City of Mexico in which the lIat- 
ter says that the Central American trouble 
is ‘settled. The dispatch gives no details, but 
Sefior De Peralta assumes that the fact thatHon- 
duras hasentered the already strong alliance be- 
tween the States of Costa Kica, Nicaragua, and 
Salvador, and the determined attitude of the

Last 
night it was reported that vigilance committees 
had been organized in the Thirteenth and Eigh< 
teenth Wards, and that an attack was to be made 
last night on the City Clerk’s office for the pur< 
ro of capturing the ballot boxes. A brasd 
and paraded the streets at7 o’clock and drew 
out large crowds of people. It was said 
the vigilance committee was moving for 
the attack. Reporters searched the wards) 
mentioned, but failed to discover last; 
night any movement. There was a good 
deal of talk of.an incendiary character! 
in various quarters, but nothing more. Late in} 
the afternoon Chief of Police Doyle learned that;

the present excitement might, with their 
wives, tind themselves the first victims 
of the mob and be dragged from their 
palatial homes by howling anarchists. It con< 
cludes as follows: ‘* There are 600,000 people in 
Chicago who are as deeply interested in their 
own protection and the city’s welfare as any 
Croesus or Pharisee, or fanatic or fool can pos~- 
sibly be, and most of them know that neither is 
safe unless constituted authority is respec 
They know; too, that if; as charged, & “wrong 
was done on Tuesday ‘last, the due and 
orderly processes of unpurchaseable courts may 
be invoked to right that wrong. Meantime they 
will mark as public enemies the scoundrels wha 
ery out for vigilance committees, and will coun< 
teract by theirown sturdy sense such harm ag 
might be done by these thoughtless creatures,, 
so shallow, indeed, that they cannot discern that’ 
they themselves would probably be the first vic-} 
tims, both’ in person and property, of the riot 
they would invoke.” 

There was a large and excited meeting of 
anarchists on West Lake-street this afternoon. 
John Keegan submitted a resolution pledging 
the Anarchists to co-operate with the Committee 
of Public Safety in overthrowing constitutional 
authority ‘in this city, and establishing in 
its place a reign of anarchy. his + reso- 
lution gave rise to a hot and prolonged: 
debate. One speaker declared that it was; 
time that the infernal Government which ex-. 
isted in Chicago was abolished and anarchy es- 
tablished in its stead. Another speaker moved 
as a substitute for the resolution that a com- 
mittee of anarchists wait upon the Committee 
of Public Safety and express delight at the lat-) 
ter’s action. Still another speaker declared that 
the committee should be informed that when 
they were ready to raise the red flag and march 
through the streets the anarchists would be 
prepared to follow them. The indications were 
that the resolution would be enthusiastically, 
adopted, when a bombshell was thrown into the:

SOUTH MIDDLE COLLEGE | 


THE OLDEST BUILDING IN “THE 
OLD BRICK ROW” AT YALE. 
A SPOT MADE TERRIBLE BY MISCHIEVOUS 
‘* SOPHS”—EMINENT NAMES INSCRIBED 
ON THE DORMITORY WALLS. 
New-Haven, April 12.—The oldest build- 
ing in the old brick row whjch extends along 
the Yale camvus is South Middle College. It was 
built some time in 1750. After more than a ceni- 
ury of hard wear and teur it is still standing, 
and seems likely to stand for years to come, 
Externally it is a dull, faded-looking structure, 
the stone steps at the doorways worn with the 
tread of thousands of feet, its small windows 
containing many panes of glass, and three or 
tour of its complement of heavy wooden shut 
ters missing from their places. Within it is the 
most curious of all the college dormitories, The 
rooms are irregular in shape and unequal in 
size. Tosome of them are attached single bed- 
rooms, while others rejoice in two. Its floors 
are in many places uneven, and its ceilings and 
walls bear tokens of the artistic tastes of its oo- 
cupants. It has few of the modern conveniences 
and a great many of the ancient inconveniences, 
but four or five years ago it was one of the 
most eagerly sought buildings in the campus. 
At that time it was given up to the Sophomores, 
andclass after class passed its second year in 
college within its sturdy old walls. Of course, 
it could not accommodate half of the men in 
one class,and naturally the strife for rooms 
ran high. The right to choose apartments 
is determined by lot, and the system 
ot “ buying choices” was then in full blast. The 
custom is forbidden by the Faculty and, as 
practiced even now at Yale, consists of what is 


practically an exchange of “choices” for a 
pecuniary consideration. The scheme works in 
this way: Two men who have drawn the 
twentieth place pay two others whose names are 
perhaps a dozen places higher up on the list $100 
Tor the privilege of choosing in the place of the 
second man. Other men in the class by courtesy 
allow the transfer, and the Faculty seldom asks 
unpleasant questions. Inthe good old days of 

South Middle’s glory this bidding was carried on 
freely and almost openly. Thus, a neat little 
sum was expended by men in déaling with 
their own classmates. Next they made a 
bargain with the retiring occupants of 
the rooms, who showed very little courtesy 
for the reason that very ‘little had been shown 
them the year before. The men who were about 
i tnewe in of course would naturally buy some 
of the furniture theninthe room. For this they 
paid liberally and passed on to luxuries. Under 
this head came the gas meters. There was a tra- 
dition that when gas was first put into the build- 
ing the reigning class paid forthe meters. The 
hext class paid inits turn, and so the practice 
Was perpetuated. There was always a good deal 
of grumbling, bi the meters were paid for nev- 
ertheless. That was the practical point. The 
paper on the walls was another article of sale, as 
were window frames; mantels, and the locks on 
the doors. When these little formalities were 
settled, one party reaped its harvest while the 
other sowed seed forthe next year. The draw- 
ings for rooms took piace just before the Sum- 
mer vacation. In the following September the 
Juniors moved out and the Sophomores moved 
in. Then‘the latter settled down to enjoy the 
year and make the campus lively. Soutn :Mid- 
dle Coliege was for years the source of plots and 
schemes to infringe college rules and regulations. 
It was lawless ina delightfully free and open 
Way, and from year to year the Jawlessness in- 
creased. At length the Faculty “felt called 
upon” to take decisive measures, and in the 
Spring of °82 it announced its decree. Hence- 
forth South Middle should be no more a distinct- 
ly Sophomore haunt. The Class of *84 was the 
last to occupy rooms inthe building under the 
old system, and its year in South Middic was but 
an illustration of how its predecessors had con- 
ducted themseives. 

During the Winter months the men had had 
time to plan any amount of mischief, and in the 
Spring the spirit of outlawry showed its effects. 
At first there was an unusual amount of noise 
late at night. Then came explosions of fire- 
crackers and the smashing of windows, especial- 
ly in tutors’ rooms. Next larger firecrackers 
were used, and the explosions became alarming- 
ly frequent. South Middle was not just thena 
pleasant place for an unwary stranger to visit. 
On the walls of the passages were inscriptions 
which stated that games of chance were inculged 
In regularly in certain rooms, and that ata 
certain number an individual lived who 
was a semi-professional prize fighter. At 
the windows of the upper. hallways 
men lurked with coal scuttles full of ashes 
and discharged theirdusty missiles at whomso- 
ever entered the building. Other practical 
jokers were ambushed in convenient windows 
with pitchers of water with which to drench any 
pasual victim. In front of the building basebail 
enthusiasts and lacrosse amateurs practiced their 
favorite sports. Occasionally a ball went crash- 
ing through a pane of glass, but everybody 
took it philosophically. The college carpenter, 
with his kit of glazier’s tools, made‘daily visits 
to South Middie,and whatever damage might 

done would be repaired next morning. 

As the season advanced the spirit of mis- 
chief grew stronger and manifested itseif 
jn some daring violations of the college 
regulations. Gunpowder was a favorite material 
with the Sophomores. It occupied but little space 
and it made a great deal of noise. Cannon 
crackers were taken up and exploded in the 
entries and by the tutors’ doors. On oneortwo 
occasions there were hotly contested foot races 
in which the pursuing party represented the 
might of the Faculty. Buteven cannon crack- 
ers lost their charm after a while, and inventive 
minds devoted themselves to new devices. One 
young man had a rather hard experience with 
an infernal machine andthe Faculty. He took 
an empty champagne bottle—not a hard thing to 
find in old South Middle in its palmty days—poured 
in a generous handful of powder, inserted a fuse, 
tamped the load down with some cement, tied a 
string to the neck of the bottle, and his con- 
trivance was finished. Duplicating the process 
with other bottles, powder, and cement, and, 
calling in a few of his friends, he prepared fora 

rivate exhibition. The first machine was 4 
ailure. The burning fuse set fire to the string 
‘and the precious bottle felltothe ground. Not 
discouraged, O’Donovan Kossa’s rival made a 
pecond attempt. The fuse was lighted and the 
machine was lowered several feet. This time 
everything worked to perfection. There was 
f& tremendous report and a few dozen 
panes of glass were shattered. The success- 
ful inventor received the congratulations 
of his friends and went to bed happy. 
A day or two later he received a 

ummons to appear beforethe Faculty. Matters 
bad reached such a point that the authorities 
had decided to take vigorous action. Theyoung 
genius, by advice, pleaded guilty, expecting to 
get a lighter sentence. This was not an unnat- 
ural course, in view of the fact that the accused 
before the college tribunal are popularly sup- 

ato have to prove themselves innocent of 
the misdemeanors with which they are charged,

an in South Middie who could show cause why 

e should not be suspended. So the hero of 
the.champagne bottle admitted that he had 
done it. Just what that “it” was he didn’t 
take the trouble to inquire. He had no desire to 
force an investigation. In full expectation of 
getting off with a light sentence, he was sur- 
prised at the information that his presence would 
not be required in New-Haven for the next 
three months. He made another discovery, and 
that was that he had been sentenced for another 
man’s misdeeds. However, he was in no position 
to object, and had to serve out a term of sus- 
pension for a fellow-student’s sins. Several 
other men passed under the rod and received 
Various penalties. Some of them were forced 
to give up their rooms in the building 
and others got off with marks. These 
punishments had a depressing effect upon 
the superabundant vitality of the inmates of 
the old college, Examinations were at hand 
and life assumed a more peaceful phase for the 
Sophomores. But the disturbances of the term 
had produced one result. It had satisfied the 
Faculty that a building devoted entirely to 
Sophomores was not;an advantageous feature of 
the campus and the edict went forth. Hence- 
forth South Middle was to be inhabited bya 
collection of men in the various classes, and the 
sentence was carried out. So ended—for the 
‘time at least—what had been one of the chief 
features in the college life of a Yale man, his 
Sophomore year in South Middle. 

Like all the dormitories in the “old brick 
row,” South Middle has two entrances, There 
Js no regular connecting passage between the 
two entrances, but the rooms opening on the 
hallways are separated by nothing heavier and 
‘more substantial than board partitions. Stoves 
are used for heating purposes, and successive 
classes have been in the habit of using the par- 
titions for fuel when hard pushed. Thus open- 
ings were made between the closets of the various 
rooms and afforded a means of escape from 
pursuit for the firecracker fiends. If closely 
pressed one of these enterprising young men had 
merely torun into one of the central rooms, 
dive into its coal closet, and crawl through 
the hole in the partition into the closet of an- 
other room, and so make his way to the other 
entry, when he was safe from pursuit. Those 
Soar’ elosets proved very useful in the good old 
days. South Middle, being a favorite college for 
years, of course sheltered under its roof many 
men whose names have since become more or 
bees famous. It is, or at least was not long ago, 

e custom to keep a more or less complete reg- 
ister of the inmates of each room, and a fayorite 
place for this list was_the door of this very 
useful coal closet. The fact that great 
men had occupied the room added to its 





' desirability and increased the market value 


of its gas meter and other fixtures

tials were scratched on the window glass, and 
the man of guile prepared to pe Sh harvest. 
Unfortunately the men who succe him in 
the occupancy of the room were of a practical 
turn of mind: and declined to buy even the pa- 
per on the walls. Many of the roomsin the oid 
college are furnished with open grate stovés, 
and these were pleasant in ordinary weather, 
but during the cold snaps did. littie, to raise the 
temperature of the apartments. The ventila- 
tion in many of the rooms, through cracks 
and ‘loose window sashes, was moré than 
abundant, and the occupants generally had 
a chilling experience when the mereury remained 
near zero for any lengthof time. It was not an 
uncommon thing to entera room and find its 
occupants wrapped up in overcoats and huddled 
about the stoves. It was on the coldest nights, 
too, that fires manifested an ability to go out, 
and onthe most bitter mornings that the fuel 
was most obstinate in declining to be lighted. 
Winterin South Middle had its disadvantages, 
but these were more than overbalaneed to the 
student mind by the privilege of rooming under 
its root andof feeling the satisfaction of know- 
ing that one was doing his best to keep up the 
traditions of the ancient edifice. 


VACATION WEEK AT PRINCETON. 





THE STRIFE FOR CONGENIAL APARTMENTS 
—SOME STRAY NOTES. 

Princeton, N. J., April 12:—Although 
the college exercises have been suspended for 
the Spring vacation and many students have 
sought their homes and other resorts, yet the 
campus presents an appearance far from desert» 
ed. Many find a single week's recess too short 
for extended trips, while others are forced to re- 
main and “‘work off” conditions or complete 
some particular line of study. At present a 
numberof Seniors who will compete for the 
several fellowships offered by the college are en- 
gauged in preparing for their competitive exam- 
inations, which are scheduled for June 1, 
Princeton offers three fellowshbips of $600 each, 
with the privilege of pursuing a course of study 
éither at Princeton or some foreign university; 
two fellowships of $250 each, known as the 
Boudinot Historical and Modern Language fel- 
lowships, and a third classical fellowship. 
The fund for the latter has not been 


permanently insured, but through the 
instrumentality of the classical Professors 
the full amount will be given this year. During 
the vacation many of the Professors grant the 
use of the laboratories to those who are working 
upon theses, which are usually distributed to the 
Seniors in their électivé biological, physical, his- 
tological, and astronomical courses. More at- 
tention has beén given to practical work in the 
morphological department this year, under the 
supervision of Profs. Osborne and Libbey, than 
heretofore, and before next Fall it is expected 
that the facilities will be increased. Saturday 
was posted as the !ast day on which Seniors could 
surrender their rooms up to undérclass men 
without a formal drawing by lot. Such a law 
has resulted from the annoyances caused by the 
trading and seliing of rooms during the close of 
the term. Aithough Princeton has seven large 
dormotories, yet nearly a hundred men from 
the entering ciasses each year are forced to 
seek quarters in town. Accordingly, when the 
Seniors are about to vacate their rooms there is 
asharp struggle among the Freshmen to get 
osséession of the best rooms in the most popular 
uildings, and thus the prices of some rooms, 
unfurnished, are forced up to large sums 
through competition. The college authorities 
believed it expedient to make it a law 
that after the second session no rooms 
should be sold or exchanged, but that 
they should be formally chosen b lot. 
The most popular dormitories are ither- 
spoon Hall, East and West Colleges. Wither- 
spoon is the largest and finest building on the 
campus; its rooms are arranged in suites, finished 
in hard wood, and furnished with large open 
fireplaces and stained glass windows. The 
rooms in this building known as the 
“*tower rooms” rent for $175 a year, 
Which is comparatively high for college rents. 
These rooms admit of much adornment, and 
may be fitted up with luxury. One of these 
apartments has been recently refurnished. ‘fhe 
curtains, carpet, and wall tints are of Potnpeiian 
red, and the easy chairs, rugs, bookcases, and 
bric-a-brac give it an aif of completeness. A 
large amount of rivalry is displayed by the stu- 
dents in fitting up their apartments as uniquely 
and finely as good taste and wealth will permit. 
ay rooms are handed down from brother to 
brother, thus being kept in the same family for 
10 or 12 years. Since the University Hotel has 
been converted intoa college dormitory there 
has been less demand for rooms, and this year 
the prices are not so exorbitant nor are the 
Freshmen so easily “* roped in” as heretofore. 

Princeton is soon to receive the gift of a me- 
morial tablet in memory of Prof. Henry, proba- 
bly better known abroad in his connection with 
the Smithsonian Institution, but it was while a 
Professor at Princeton that he made many 
otf his most noted electric discoveries. The 
donors of this memorial gift have withheld their 
names, giving it as ** friends of thecollege.” The 
design of the tablet,as given by the architect, 
Mr. A. Paige Brown, is that of a marble slab, 7 
by 5 feet, beautifully carved in Renaissance 
style; inthe centre the head of Prof. Henry is 
cut in profile and surrounded with a wreath of 
olive leaves, while beneath it is inscribed the 
dates of his birth and death. It has not yet 
been decided where this slab shall be situated, 
but it is strongly urged by its donors that 
it be inserted in the wall of the Marquand 
Chapel, which seems best adapted for such a 
memorial. If placed in the wall of this building 
it will probably be in the east wall facing 
the nave of the chapel. Should the privi- 
lege of usine the chapel for this purpose bs 
granted ‘it is not improbabie that other me- 
morials will soon be placed there, tor no script 
or sign shows that Princeton once had such men 
asthe Burrs and Jonathan Edwards. The pres- 
ent Senior Class are deliberating upon the form 
that their class memorial shall take, and many 
have urged that a:window be placed in the same 
chapel. 

It isrumored on the campus, and with rood 
authority, that men in Princeton College are 
seeking to revive the Princeton Heview, which 
lately discontinued publication, under the man- 
agement of Mr. Jonas Libbey. This valuaple 
magazine has always to a considerable degree 
been under the supervision of this college, 
though of late years it had no more intimate re- 
lationship than in name. The President and two 
Professors—one in history, the other of juris- 
prudence and political economy—are particular- 
ly interested in starting this review, but with 
some modifications. It is proposed that the 
theological discussions be left for the 
Presbyterian Review, and that the char- 
acter of the new Princeton Review shall 
be as follows: Each number shall contain 
philosophical, literary, artistic, and historical 
articles. This project has been so far advanced 
that more than half the money required to pur- 
chase the magazine has been insured. President 
McCosh has never yet failed to carry out any 
scheme he has undertaken, and it is to be ex- 
pected that he will succeed in this. Speaking of 
the President and his success, it seems that his 
discussion with President Eliot before the Nine- 
teenth Century Club on “ The New Departure in 
College Education,” which was published by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons, has met with an enor- 
mous sale. Thousands of copies have already 
been issued, and the publishing house is receiv- 
ing letters from all parts of the country request- 
ing more copies, 

The baseball nine has begun its practice 
games. Thursday’s game at Philadelphia was 
the first of its playing this season, and conse- 
quently little was expected from it. Friday 
the nine played with the Trenton Club, at Tren- 
ton, and scored 15 to5iufavorof the Trentons. 
The team is in good condition and has been well 
trained, and the opinion is that with the neces- 
sary practice the members will be able to meet 
other coilege clubs successfully in the champion- 
ship games. Reports are received from the glee 
club, which is now making its tour, that success 
and good houses are greeting them in most of 
the Western cities. On the 18th they will sing at 
OCnicago. The Spring session will open Wednes- 
day, 15th.

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BURIED BY FALLING COAL. 
AN INCIDENT OF THE FIRST MINE DISASTER 
IN AMERICA. 

HonksDALE, Penn., April 12.—The fall of 
the roof of the coal mine at Raven Run, ahd im- 
prisonment .of the 10 miners underground, re- 
calls to a survivor of the first great mine disaster 
in this country a most marvelous escape of 
some of the miners who were imprisoned behind 
a wallof fallen coala mile thick at the time of 
that disaster. The mine was one of the Delaware 
and Hudson Canal Company’s mines at Carbon- 
dale. For several daysin the Winter of 1844 it 
had been giving warning to the miners by what 
is known among them as‘ working’’—ominous 
erackings of the roof here and there through 
the mine—that they were laboring in constant 


danger, but with the proverbiai recklessness of 
their class they continued to work. Suddenly, 
while nearly 100 miners were below, atid most of 
them working in the distant galleries, an im- 
menseé area Of the mine roof fell. Y 

The Supérintendent of the mine was &@ Scotch- 
man named Alexander Bryden, 6nd he had a 
son umong the laborers below. Brydén was at 
the top when the fall occurred, and he rushed 
at once into the mine to see if it were possible to 
rescue any of the workmen. Before he reached 
the fallen mass of coal hé mét several miners 
who had in some way escaped being crushed by 
the roof. They told Bryden that it was not pos- 
sible that any of the other minéts vould be 
alive. He insisted on making an effort to work 
a passage through the wall in thé hope that 
some of the men might be alive behind it, and 
could bé rescued, and the miners he had met on 
their way out of the pit, where top coal was still 
falling on every side, refusing to aid him, the 
Superintendent went on ulone. His lamp 
threw but a dim light on the seene, but 
he found a small opening made by the tops of 
two large slabs of coai having struck together, 
with their bases on the bottom of the mine 
three feet apart. Into this crevice Bryden 
crawled, and tound the opening continued in a 
devious course into the depths. It grewso nDar- 
row and low that he was compelled to lie flat 
and drag himself along: Now and then he found 
it necessary to remove with his pick an obstruct- 
ing iump of coal, and knewthat by so Coing he 
might remove a support to the mass above that 
would bring itdown upon him and crush him 
to death. In that way he worked himself for a 
mile through the wall, and thén found himself 
at the end of the choked chamber, where he 
emerged from the passage into a smali open 
space. was greeted by a shout that told him 
some of the imprisoned’ miners were still alive. 
The fall nad extinguished every light, and they 
bad failed to find any opening in the wall 
that lay between them and the mouth 
of the mine. Among the minérg was 
Bryfien’s son. The Superintendent quickly told 
the men what they must undergo in order to es- 
eape. One of their number had been crushed by 
the fall, and lay moaning with both arms and 
legs broken. Bryden took this man on his back, 
and, creeping with him back through the open- 
ing, told the others to follow. Twelve of the 
men were able to keep strength enough to reach 
the opening on the other side of the mine with- 
eut aid, but eight of them it was necessary for 
the others to drag along over the jagged fioor 
and sharp edges of the passage. The ominous 
eracking could be heard at short intervals com- 
ing from different parts of the mine, and every 
one of the miners toiling through the narrow 
and crooked crevice in the wall expected every 
moment to be.crushed by the settling of the 
mass Of coal. They were all saved, however, 
and the writer’s informant, now an aged resi- 
dent of this county, is the last survivor of the 
party, the brave Bryden having only recently 
died. The old miner referred to had two sons in 
another part of the mine who were among the 
victims of the disaster. 

Among those who were in the mine at the 
time of the fall of the roof was Assistant Su- 
perintehdent Hosie. Two days and nights aft- 
erward he crawied from.the mouth of the pit. 
He was haggard and bleeding, and his fingers 
were worn to the bone. He dropped unconscious 
at the mouth, and it was hours before he could 
give any account of his experiences in the mine. 
He had been surrounded by falling coal, and 
when the mass had settled he found himseif 
without licht or implement of any kind. After 
groping about in thé space in which be was im- 
prisoned he found @ small aperture in the wall 
and he crawled into it. From that time he 
dragged himself through places which were 
barely large énough to admit his body, some- 
times being forced to dig away obstructions 
with his hands, never once thinking of sleeping, 
choked hy thirst, and not even cheered by a 
knowledge of the direction he was going, until, 
after 48 hours of constant and disheartening 
toil, he emerged from the prison wall and knew 
that he was in the tunnel leading out of the 
mine. Hosie survived his terrible experience 
until & year or 60 ago, and bis two days’ and 
nights’ struggle for iife in the choxed-up mine 
is referred toas haying no parallel in the nis- 
tory of coal mining in this country. 

In removing the fallen mass of coal the dis- 
covery was made that only a few of the miners 
who were victims of the disaster had been killed 
outright. Groups of workmen were found sur- 
rounded by unmistakable evidence that they 
had worked desperately with their picks in the 
hope that they might cut a way to liberty, but, 
without water or light, and with foul air fol- 
lowing the tumbling roof, had at last succumbed 
to their fate. One poor fellow was found alone, 
held fast to his waist in a mass of coal. He had 
worked with his pickaxe until he died with the 
tool clutched in his hands. Mine rats had eaten 
the flesh almost entirely from his body. Years 
afterward skeletons of other victims were occa- 
sionaluy found beneath the coal. 





PERILOUS RIDE ON A RAFT. 


THE ADVENTURES OF TWO RASH CITIZENS 
OF STEUBEN COUNTY. 

Corning, N. Y., April 12.—Two prom- 
inent citizens of Steuben County, Col. Henry 
Baldwin, of Addison, and BH. T. Hollis, of Wood- 
hull, hadathrilling experience and narrow es- 
cape from death by drowning in attempting to 
make the trip on a raft on the Tuscarora Creek 
between Woodhull and Addison a few days ago. 
The distance {is 14 miles, and the stream for that 
distance generally has a wild and rapid flow, but 
in time of flood it becomes a torrent, flowing be- 
tween high, rocky banks and bordered tby 
overbanging trees whose branches extend 
directly above the channel. The oreek has 
a fall of 400 feet in 14 miles, 
and no attempt had ever before been made to 
navigate it. Col. Baldwin had business in Wood- 
hull, and after transacting it he and Mr. Hollis 
walked to the creek to see the flood which was 
roaring betweemits banks, there being a fiercer 
current than had been known for years. While 
looking at it, Col. Baldwin, who isa bold and 
experienced river pilot, bantered Hollis to make 
atrip with him on araft to Addison. Hollis 
agreed to the proposition, and they spent the 
day in constructing a strong raft, 16 feet long 
and 6 feet wide, They got it ready to “pull 
out” and started at 4:50 P. M. The news of 
the proposed voyage had become known 
in the neighborhood, and by the time 
the- men started the creek was lined 
with excited people for two miles below Wood- 
hull, while others had horses saddled and wagons 
in readinesg to follow the raft to see the result 
of the trip. The current was so strong, how- 
ever, that the raft was soon carried out of sight 
inthe gorge through which the creek flows. 
Telephone messages were sent to Addison an- 
nouncing the rash attempt to navigate the 
stream, and almost the entire populace gathered 
at the creek to await the arrival of the two men. 
They did not come, and the belief became unt- 
versal that they had been wrecked and drowned. 
It was late the next morning waen the news 
was received that the raft had been wrecked 
after the journey was half made, but that the 
men had escaped. 

Seven miles from Woodhull the stream had 
cut two extra channels through Ladieu’s Island. 
Across the main one a large beech tree had 
fallen. and its branches made a network ob- 
struction below the surface. For six miles the 
voyagers had been compelled to lie fiat most of 
the time to avoid being swept off the raft into 
the torrent by the low-hanging branches of 
trees, and they had lost one of their oars in a 
collision with a rock which nearly swamped 
them. As they approached the island where the 
beech tree lay across the main channel they 
saw their danger and put all their strength 
to their remaining oar to pilot the raft 
into one of the other channels. The tor- 
rent wus too swift, and the raft kept 
straight on its course and swept down upon the 
obstruction at a terrific rate of speed. As soon 
as it struck the tree it was carried under the 
surface like a flash, the men disappearing with 
it. Orson Ladieu and his wife had seen the raft 
coming and witnessed its destruction. It did not 
seem possible to them that the men could fail to 
be entangled in the network of branches be- 
neath the water and drowned, but to render aid 
to them was impossible. Suddeniy, however, 
the raft rose to the surtace 50 feet below the 
tree, badly stove up and without any oar. The 
next second Col. Baldwin came up, fortunately 
within reach of the raft, which he grasped and 
drew himself out upon it. Hollis did not appear 
forsome time afterward, and then the raft had 
passed beyond his reach. He was swept by the 
current swiftly down stream, but finally 
clutched an overhanging branch and drew him- 
self out on the shore of one of the islands where 
he could not be reached. Col. Baldwin, being 
left on the raft without anything to steer it 
with, was carried down the stream, in constant 
danger of being dashed upon the rocks, and 
afteraride of half a mile was thrown upona 
projecting point of the shore, where he jumped 
off. Hurrying back to Ladieu’s he, with the aid 
of Ladieu, ried to reach Hollis by means 
of another raft they hastily constructed. This 

ign was unsuccessful. Finally, after an hour’s 

rialand when it looked as if Hollis would be 
compelled to remain on the island over night, 
Ladieu succeeded in throwing a rope to him. 
He fastened this avout his body and, jumping in- 
to the torrent, was hauled ashore nearly drowned. 
Prompt treatment soon restored him, however, 
The trip from Woodhull was made in 80 min- 
utes. It is net at all likely that another otcompe 
will soun be made to navigate Tuscarora Creek,

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THE ENGLISH CHURCH IN AMER- 
ICA. 
BHAI OF TAP Amnon AregOr Ay

Next to the secular history of America, 
both in importance and in interest, comes 


the history of our religious foundations, 


and among these thé annals of the plant- 
ing and growth of the English Church in 
America during the colonial period hold a 
conspicuous place, not because the Hpis- 
copal Church has figured largely in our 
religious Zzrowth, but because it has had 
to do with what is fundamental to 
the organization of the Christian religion 
in our national life. This feature is con- 
spicuous during the colonial period, and it 
is here that the philosophical historian 
finds most to interest him in the Episcopal 
history. Heretofore the records of the 
early beginnings have seemed excessively 
scanty, and the historians of New-En- 
gland and such general historians as Ban- 
croft and Hildredth have largely ignored 
them as a formative influence in our early 
existence. Bishop Perry’s narrative his- 
tory, which forms the basis of this co-oper- 
ative undertaking on the plan of the ‘“‘ Me- 
morial History of Boston,” is the first 
serious and -considerable effort on 
the part of American churchmen to 
give their own beginnings a proper 
place in the order of events. To estimate 
the importance of his work it is necessary 
to understand the condition of England 
in both Church and State at the opening 
of the seventeenth century, and to trace 
the lines of political and religious infiu- 
ence that brought Puritans to New-iin- 
gland and Churchmen to Virginia. The 
two religious parties that were to domi- 
nate the new country were here repre- 
sented, and the present volume—two- 
thirds of which is from Bishop Perry’s 
pen, while the other third is the work of 
competent specialists on this subject—is 
entirely concerned with thereligious foun- 
datious which they then laid in the colonial 
growths of the country. Bishop Perry is 
perhaps the only person who is pos- 
sessed of the facts of the earlier records, 
and who has thoroughly compassed tke 
tield in his lifelong historical studies. 
Much has been naturally expected of him 
in this work, and no reasonable expecta- 
tions will be disappointed. He aims at 
nothing beyond a plain narrative of facts 
and does not belong to the first rank of 
historical writers; in fact, he makes no 
claim to walk in the footsteps of a man 
like Mr. H'rancis Parkman. de is rather 
an annalist than a historian, and it is of 
more importance that he shail be sure of 
his facts than that he shall present them 
in a faultless style. Not that the work is 
not excellent of its kind, but when history, 
as 1s largely the casein the present instance, 
is farmed out to various writers, the col- 
lective impression is widely different from 
that given by the single writer who has 
digested the whole story and writes upon 
the lines of its leading threads. ‘This suffi- 
ciently indicates the characterof Bishop 
Perry's work. He stands midway be- 
tween the documentary history and that 
which is thrown into the best literary 
form, and has perhaps made the best use 
of his facts that the work would allow. 
The story is interesting in itself, and there 
is comparatively little digression outside 
of the sober lines within which ecclesiastic- 
al history is usually confined. 

Some of the best writing is in the mono- 
graphs, of which there are eight in the 
first volume. The first is by Mr. Robert C. 
Winthrop, and deals with the delicate 
question of the relations of the founders 
of the Massachusetts Colony to the Church 
of England. This relation is explained as 
one of necessary, rather than of willing, 
separation. Mr. Winthrop, after giving 
such historical data as were within his 
reach, adds: ‘“‘The churches of Massa- 
chusetts were organized in no hostile op- 
position to the Church of Kngiand, and in 
no spirit inconsistent with the affectionate 
farewell which was addressed by the Goy- 
ernor and company to their brethren of 
that church. Everything in the character 
of that paper, and of the men who signed 
it, assures me that it was no political man- 
ifesto to conceal or cover purposes and 
plans already formed, but an _ hon- 
est, affectionate expression of a sin- 
cere feeling on leaving England. On 
their arrival here they conformed 
at once to the condition of the colony and 
the exigencies of religion. In doing so 
they renounced no previous convictions or 
relations. But Christianity was to them 
above all churches, and the worship of God 
above all forms or ceremonies. Having 
adhered to the Church of England as the 
best mode of worshiping God while there, 
they united in congregational worship as 
the best and, as I think, the only mode, in 
which that worship couid, under the cir- 
eumstances, have been arranged ana con- 
ducted here.’’ This is probably as near a 
statement of the exact truth on this point 
as will ever be reached by those who have 
no polemical interest in the matter. Dr. 
Benjamin F. De Costa furnishes a 
very thorough résumé of the early 
discoveries and_ settlements on tne 
coast of New-England under church 
auspices. He shows the motives which 
prompted these expeditions, and makes 
the rather new statement that ‘‘it was 
Hakluyt, Sir Ferdinando Gorges, and their 
fellow-laborers, together with the printing 
press, not Archbishop Laud and the mem- 
bers of the Star Chamber, who colonized 
New-Kngiand.’’ Gorges and Hakluyt, in 
his opinion, made the existence of non- 
conformity possible by a system of kind- 
ness and toleration which at length armed 
the opponents of the church with the 
power to strike down her own sons. This 
is a much stronger statement than that 
which Mr. Winthrop.allows himself to 
make, and, if Dr. De Costa’s facts can be 
supported by the authorities from which 
he takes them, as they seem to be, there is 
much in the early Puritan history of New- 
England that needs to be rewritten. Dr. 
T. W. Coit, now a venerable clergyman 
and best known as having written almost 
the bitterest book in the Knglish language, 
the volume entitled ‘‘ Puritanism,” dis- 
cusses the direct relations of Puritanism 
to the Episcopal Church with much of his 
former virulence. His paper is decidedly 
partisan and gives a coloring to his facts 
which does not always belong to them. 
Both Dr. Coit and Bishop Perry, though 
the latter gives the essential facts, are in- 
clined to slur over that part of the history 
which related to the influence which the 
hatred of Episcopacy had in kindling the 
native uprising against the English Gov- 
ernment that ended in the American 
Revolution. They seem to be afraid 
to acknowledge the weight of well- 
known historical facts as if they set 
forth the Episcopal Church as being in- 
herently hostile to American ideas. Itisa 
great blemish in this work that while stat- 
ing the facts on this subject an attempt is 
made by both writers to explain away 
their meaning. What the hatred of Epis- 
copacy amounted to was that the Puritans 
came to believe to the point of impas- 
sioned frenzy that if Bishops were allowed 
in New-England they would introduce 
that secular feature of the English Church 
which had already been employed again 
and again to crush religious and political 
liberty in England. The men who urged 
the consecration of Bishops for America 
desired the spiritual Pastor, not the State 
Bishop, but the distinction was so far lost 
in the public political opinion of the day 
that it rapidly swelled the hostility against 
the British Government at a critical mo- 
ment and wasan important element in car- 
rying the Revolution to the point of success. 
‘The apparent disloyalty of churchmen to 
American ideas in those days had its dis- 
astrous effect upon the Hpiscopal growth 
of a century ago, but the entire history has 
long since explained itself, and it is to be 
regretted that in a grave history lke this 
one of the most important points in the 
colonial period should be dwarfed by those 
who could, if they would, give the whole 
story its proper and adequate treatment. 
No fault is to be found with Prof. 
Moses Coit Tyler’s monograph on 
“Dean Berkeley’s Sojourn in _ Amer- 
ica,” nor with Dr. John _ Fulton’s 
essay on “The Non-juring Bishops in 
America."”’ Dr. E, kK. Beardsley in dealing 
with the relations of Yale College to the 
church lays special stress upon the fact 
that Gov. Yale, from whom the college 
took its name, “expressed at first some 
concern whether it was well in him, being 
a churehman, to promote an academy of 
dissenters,” but finally-yielded the point 
on the conviction that no harm could 





come to men through good learning. 
Here astory of much difficulty and likely 
to call forth criticism is told with at 
fidelity to facts and temperance of state- 
tmhent, which are exceptionally rare quali- 
ties in historical writing. His paper is 
brightly writterl and presents facts 
that have never before been prop- 
erly related. The monograph by dif- 
ferent hands on “Historic Churches” 
abounds in curiottsand quaint informd- 
tion which the euts of the antiquated 
churches do much to increase, and anoth- 
er monograph on the ‘Church Charities 
of the Eighteenth Century” is full of in- 
terest as expressive of the life of a work- 
ing religious body. But while his coadju- 
tors have brought up important arrears 
on special pointsin this volume, Bishop 
Perry, allin all, has told the story of thé 
colonial period for the first time with such 
fullness of detail and graphic statement 
that one seems to liye in the days of Brit- 
ish rule aud feel the instincts and passions 
of those times. He has kept the propor- 
tions . fairly well between a docu- 
mentary history and a personal nar- 
rative, and the interest in his 
work is sustained and hearty irom 
the beginning tothe end. Some portions 
are, from the nature of the case, more 
interesting than others. Such are the 
sketches of the early efforts for the con- 
version of the savages in Virginia and of 
the founders of the chureh in New-En- 
gland: the story of the building of King’s 
Chapel, Boston, in 1689; of the state of the 
ehurch 1n America at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century; of the conversion of 
Dr. Timothy Cutler; of the career of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson; the accounts of the mis- 
sionary labors of Whitefield and the Wes- 
leys; of the struggle forthe Episcopate, 
and of the position of the clergy before 
the American Revolution. Bishop Perry 
has full command of his materials and has 
evidently tried to be fair to Puritans and 
others and to keep within the bounds of 
facts, though there are some points, as 
already indicated, where the treatment 
might be improved. 

The value of this production passes be- 
yond the religious body whose history 
it recounts. It enables one to study dis- 
passionately some of ithe ecclesiastical 
questions which have been worked out 
in the life of the people on American 
soil. It presents an admirable counter- 
part to the Puritan history and so 
far supplements it that much of it will 
have to be retold by less partisan writers. 
W hat is surprising in it is that the church 
writers have so far overcome their preju- 
dices in most instances, Dr. Coit and Dr. 
Da Costa excepted, that they have writ- 
ten from the standpoint of general history 
and shown the bearing of religious events 
upon the larger life of which they were a 
partial expression. This isnot easily done, 
and yet it is, of all methods, the one 
which: history written upon the co-opera- 
tive plan should employ. .

HARRIET AND JAMES MARTINEAU. 


HARRIET MARTINEAU, (Famous Women Se- 
ries.) By Mrs. KF. FENWICK MILLER. 16mo, pp. 
xii., 804." Boston: ROBERTS BROTHERS. 1885. 


This volume was taken up with some 
misgivings. On its appearance in England 
a spirited and voluminous correspondence 
ensued in various leading newspapers 
between James Martineau, the brother of 
Harriet, and the author-and several other 
persons. Perhaps this correspondence, 
printed in book form, would of itself com- 
prise a volume half the size of Mrs. Mil- 
ler’s. We have read much of it, but not 
all. The London newspapers themselves 
became at last visibly tired of it, and 
one of them printed as a foot note the 
usual warning: ‘“ We cannot undertake 
to print any more letters on this subject.”’ 
The inspiring causes of the controversy 
were the Atkinson letters and Mrs. Miller’s 
account of the early home life of Miss 


Martineau, and especially of the-stern and 
austere character of her mother, although 
a further elementin it was the alienation 
of the brother and sister from each other 
in the last years. of Harriet’s lifetime. 
With Dr. Martineau still living, this was 
obviously perilous ground fora biographer 
to venture on, especially a biographer of 
that matter-of-fact, straightforward, and 
unreserved class to which Mrs. Miller be- 
longs. The only course which could have 
secured her perfect immunity from criti- 
cism was one of absolute silence, and abso- 
lute silence on these points would have 
largely disqualified her for the task of 
biographer. The case aguinst the mother 
is not essentially a bad one as Mrs. Miller 
statesit. Though stated very frankly, if 
not very severely, it is not, despite all that 
Dr. Martineau says, essentially a misrep- 
resentation. Harriet herself has already 
spoken on the subject in a work intended 
by her for the publiceye. Whenshe writes 
“T really think if I had once conceived 
that anypody cared for me nearly all the 
sins and sorrows of my anxious childhood 
would have been spared me’ she gives 
excellent justification for Mrs. Miller’s use 
of the words ‘‘spirit-tossed,”’ ‘* desolate,’’ 
and ‘‘ wretched.’ Mrs. Miller fails not 
to emphasize the good motives of 
the mother, however. There was no 
intentional'neglect, she says, no ‘indiffer- 
ence to the child’s happiness and comfort; 
there was simply an arbitrary manner and 
a quickness of temper. She labored un- 
selfishly and incessantly for her children’s 
welfare. That Dr. Martineau should have 
been annoyed by these piain statements 
may be readily understood; that he should 
have thought them untrue is also under- 
standable, but his letters scarcely show 
that Mrs. Miller has gone far wrong. Much 
in these matters is, of course, to be at- 
tributed to the personal equation, and 
still more to the affections, for blood is 
thicker than water. In the times of 
which Mrs. Miller is writing domestic 
life in English Non-conformist families 4 
was ordered differently from what it is 
ordered now, and of course much is to be 
said on this point in extenuation of the 
mother’s methods, but that does not alter 
the fact as it affected Harriet Martineau. 
More interesting, however, is Dr. Mar- 
tineau’s statement concerning the separa- 
tion from his sister. Mrs. Miller simply 
gives the facts of that unhappy incident, 
and we fail 10 see wherein Dr. Martineau 
sets aside a single one of her statements. 
He must be quoted here nevertheless, for 
his statement isimportant initself for other 
reasons, and the reader wiil observe how 
it tends strongly to confirm Mrs. Miller’s 
statement that Harriet, ‘‘ with her loyalty 
of nature was more impelled to resent 
what was said about herfriend and col- 
league than if it had been directed against 
herself’’: 

** My sister’s altered mood toward me was less 
sudden, and less due to divergent opinions, than 
hér biographer supposes. Many years before she 
had required all ber correspondents to destroy 
her letters, under penalty, for non-compliance, 
of never Foes apy more. After vain remon- 
strance, I had told her that it 1 must choose be- 
tween unknown future communications and the 
inestimable treasures of the past my decision 
must be to keep whatI had as memorials of a 
life drama else fading and lost, and to guard 
them as hitherto trom misuse. Though her 
threat was not at first executed to the utmust, her 
letters, alas! became notes, ever fewer and 
more far between, limited to matters of fact, 
comparatively dry and cold, till they totally 
ceased a few years before the appearance of the 
Atkinson letters. As we could scarcely ever 
personally meet, she had thus virtualiy cut me 
off by a preliminary minor excommunication; 
so nearly complete, indeed, that I never even 
heard of the major which followed till, after 
many months of reverberation, it fell upon me 
in the echoes of rumor from several directions at 
once. I was not conscious, 1am not conscious, 
of having deserved it, nor could I ever see why 
the old relation of affectionate appreciation 
should be less maintainable than between the 
two brothers Newman. after one of them had 
submitted to the Pope. while the other had 
become the apostle of theism. Great changes of 
thought lke these must, of course, seriously 
narrow the immediate ground of possible sym- 
pathy; but besides the common sincerity and loy- 
alty to conscience there remains the tellowship of 
tender memories, of joint enthusiasms, of iden- 
tical friendships, and of not a few admirations 
and duties uncontroverted still. Hence, I never 
reciprocated the alienation from which I suf- 
fered, aud should have escaped a real sorrow had 
the efforts to remove it been successtu). It has 
simply counted for meas aninstance more of 
my sister’s liability to oscillate between extremes 
of devotedness and antipathy, and has in no way 
disenchanted the old affection or impaired my 
estimate of her high aims, her large powers, and 
her noble and patient virtues.” 

anes from this controversy Mrs. Miller’s 
book would command attention. It cev- 
ers some 20 years of Miss Martineau’s life, 
otf which very little has been made known, 
since she survived the last date of her 
‘ Autobiography” many years. And 
though a modest enough volume, it is a 
well-planned and well-executed one. It 
has;the merits of directness, clearness, 
and compactness, and it was con- 
scientiously undertaken and conscien- 
tiously carried forward. From unthink- 
ine enthusiasm and special pleading 





it is simgularly free. its merits, then, 
are very genuine ones, and its faults are 
quite as much chargeable to accident and 
circumstances as to anything else. The 
blemishes of the ‘“ Autobiography” are 
freely admitted. Harriet did not do her- 
self justice init. Itis “hard and _ censo- 
rious; it ‘displays vanity;’’ it is “‘ ag- 
gressive,as theugh replying to enemies 
rather than appealing to friends,” and it is 
“‘the least worthy of hertrue self of all 
the writings of ber life.” 1n the * Eastern 
Life’ and the ‘Thirty Years’ Peace,” 
she ‘touched the high-water mark 
of her permanent achievements,’”’ the 
latter work ‘standing forth unmatched 
among books of its class.” Very ifiter- 
esting to an American is the list printed of 
Harriet’s Daily News articles during our 
civil war. Of the 109 ‘leaders’ that she 


wrote for that paper in 1861 no fewer than | 


§1 were on American themes. These wer 
the articles to which W. KE. Foster referre 
when he said: ‘It was Harriet Martineau 
alone who was keeping English public 
opinion about Ameriea on the right side 
through the press.” From Mrs. Miller’s 
conclusion a few lines must be taken: 
“She cared for nothing before the truth; her 
efforts to discover it were earnest and sincere. 
She could risk fame and position and means of 
livelihood when necessary to unselfishly suppoit 
and promulgate what she believed it to be im- 
portant for mankind to do and believe, Withal, 
those who lived with her loved her; she was a 
good mistress, a good friend, and tender to little 
children; she wastruly helpful to the poor at 
her gates, and her life was spotiessly pure.”

—Thée Duchess Emilia. A Romance. 
Barrett Wendell. Boston: James R. Os- 
good & Co.—This is a romance steeped in 
gloom and mystery. What else could be 
expected, when Beverly, the hero of the 
story, is the son of an insane father, who 
marries a woman who has also been the 
inmate of a madhouse. Beverly the 
father ends his days by committing sui- 
cide. ‘*‘Wreathed in mystery,’’ Beverly 


the son goes to Rome, and his fate is 
mixed up in some impossible way with 
that of the Colonna family. How 
Boston and Rome are so amalgamated 
it is hard to find out. When one 
of the Colonnas in an amiable way, some 
40 years before, took his brother’s wife for 
his mistress, there was a tragedy, for Pietro 
Colonna was murdered. Just then Rich- 
ard Beverly was bornin the good Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, and he be« 
lieves himself in some queer way to be the 
offspring of the Duchess Emilia. The story 
is one of a mixed identity, and perfectly 
incomprehensible. With the best of in- 
tentions Boston Common and the Pincian 
Hill will not dovetail. 


—The Knight of the-Black Forest. By 
Grace Denio Litchfield. - Illustrated. New- 
York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons.—This story of 
Miss Litchfield’s is a trifle as light as air— 
gossamer-like in fabric. Two American 
girls, with theiraunt, are traveling through 
Germany. Betty is an arrant flirt; and 
Lois, though not so pronounced in her in- 
clination “to fool’’ with men, is a young 


woman who has a strong leaning that way. 
Lois is loved by Prentiss, an American 
who is & business man. In the Black Forest 
they come across “a real’? Count, Emil 
Hermann Ruprecht, Graf von Lindenfelds, 
as Miss Litchfield expresses it in the prat- 
tle of Betty, this latter young woman is 
dying to have a love passage with a man, 
and she rather flings herself into the 
Count’s way. Lois moredemurely follows 
suit. Thenoble Emil Hermann Kuprecht 
is quite equal to the occasion. and flirts 
with both the girls. Lois throws over the 
honest Prentiss, who has come all the 
way to the springs of Rippolds Au to 
ask her to marry him. Graff von 
Lindenfelds sings sentimental German 
songs to the girls and makes love to both 
of them and the two girls fall in love with 
the Count. He kisses Betty and almost 
proposes to Lois. Then it is found out 
that he is engaged to be married to some 
ugly German woman and both girls are 
leftin thelurch. Miss Litchfield’s story is 
hardly a pleasant one, and the type of 
American giris she presents are, we trust, 
exceptional. Au honest, simple-minded, 
foolish Daisy Miller is quite possible, but 
about Betty there is a great deal of guile 
and premeditation. The reader is not in- 
clined to give the least pit of sympathy to 
Betty. Such a girl as that wants watching 
and aduenna to keep her from the risks of 
committing an impropriety. Served them

It is reported from Albany that some of 
the supporters of the Freedom of Worship 
bill have begun to temper their zeal with 
discretion.

It 
would be buried out of sight if every 
member of the Legislature voted accord- 
ing to his own private judgment of its 
merits, but the race for the Irish vote, 
since a recent election showed it to be not 
a wholly fixed and unchangeable force, 
has. become so animated as to warp a 
great many private judgments. The 
very formidable character of the 
popular opposition to the Freedom 
of Worship bill, however, has given its 
Republican supporters for political reasons 
a bad scare. They are beginning to doubt 
whether the political operation of such an 
act passed by a Republican Legislature 
might not be quite the reverse of advan- 
tageous to their party. 








The story told by an Illinois politician 
regarding the request made by Pension 
Commissioner BLack of Miss SWEET, of 
Chicago, which will be found in our 
Washington dispatches, may not be 
wholly accurate, but it has the merit of 
explaining a transaction which evidently 
requires explanation of just this sort. It 
is plain that Gen. Biack did not wish 
to make a change in the office in 
order to promote the public interests 
of the public service, for he acknowl- 
edged that these did not require 
the change. As to why he did wish the 
change the story now -told is very full 
and explicit, and itis so discreditable to 


ask a prompt and complete investigation 
of it. If he does not ask it it should be 
made without his request, and if the facts 
be found to be as stated, or anything like 
them, his resignation should be required, 
with no intimation such as accompanied 
his request forthat of Miss SwEET. The 
matter is altogether too serious and sig- 
nificant to be allowed to pass without 
comment. 








‘THE CONVICTION OF FISH. 


Every honest man in the city of New- 
York must breathe more freely with the 
knowledge that James D. Fish has been 
returned guilty, and now awaits a pun- 
ishment which there is no reason to sup- 
pose the court will make light. Fis is 
a peculiarly offensive type of swindler 
and scoundrel. He had obtained a posi- 
tion of trust and credit at the head of a 
bank of conservative reputation, which 
held on deposit a large amount of money 
in relatively small accounts, for persons 
of limited means, to whom safety wasa 
prime condition, anda bank, moreover, 
of which the stock was regarded a pru- 
dent investment for small properties. 
The position was one of special trust, ap- 
pealing powerfully to the conscience of an 
honorable man, and rendering any dis- 
honesty or even recklessness extremely 
base. 

In this position FisH, actuated by greed 
of money to satisfy passions and main- 
tain habits of which an abandoned gam- 
bler might be ashamed, deliberately en- 
gaged with Warp to plunder the bank, 
and did plunder it by means of a series of 
frauds of the most daring, shameless, and 
corrupt kind. He made himself a part- 
ner with WaRD ina line of fictitious op- 
erations which in morality were on a 
level with bunko swindling, and in which 
sheer impudence was made to take the 
place of ingenuity. How much specu- 
lation oor stock gambling’ there 
was in the business does not ap- 
pear, but these, however reckless or 
extensive they may have been, were not 
the real basis of the scheme. That con- 
sisted simply in the representation that the 
firm was engaged in advancing money on 
contracts vaguely described as ‘“‘ army 
contracts,” declared to be yielding a very 
large profit. The funds of outsiders thus 
secured were won by the payment out of 
the borrowed principal of extravagant 
dividends. With the funds thus ob- 
tained the firm laid the foundation of 
the plan by which the bank was robbed. 
FisH, as President of the bank, turned 
over to his fellow-conspirator, in the form 
of loans, on the notes of the firm, or on 
notes signed by the firm’s porter or errand 
boy, without security, or with pr2tended 
or worthless security, the deposits and 
capital of the bank. From the proceeds 
of these fraudulent and illegal loans, 
made by FisH as President of. the bank, 
‘FisH put into his private pocket some- 
thing like three-quarters of a million of 
dollars. 

To cover up these outrageous transac- 
tions Fisu resorted to the violation of al- 
most every safeguard that the law had 
placed about his position. He falsified the 
loan account; he concealed facts from his 
Directors; he connived at the presenta- 
tion of empty envelopes indorsed with 
the titles and amounts of securities for 
loans; he doctored or caused to be doc- 
tored the books of the bank in order to 
mislead or deceive the Bank Examiner; 
he lied; he swore to falsehoods; he stole. 
It is not easy to imagine anything which 
the invention of a rascal could devise 
‘and the boldness of a rascal could carry 
out to gut the bank of which he 
was chief guardian and plunder and im- 
poverish the confiding depositors and 
stockholders for whom he was the princi- 
pal trustee that he did not plot and con- 
summate. But the final touch of turpi- 
tude which has brought down upon him 
the indignant scorn and wrath of the 
whole community was the heartless cun- 
ning with which he and his companion in 
villainy sought to carry their swindles to a 
point wheré they could get off with their 
booty by involving the fair fame of Gen.

the new parks, and it is sufficiently evi-. 


Gen. Buack that that gentleman should- 


lay hands on of his private fortune. This 
was no viler act than the robbery of the 
bank, with its hundreds of confiding and 
dependent depositors and stockholders, 
but it was one the baseness of which the 
whole country could understand and 
which the whole country execrates. 

The history of the Marine Bank is not 
encouraging as to the system of Govern- 
ment supervision or as to the value of 
what is curiously called ‘‘ direction” by 
bank Directors. Neither one nor the other 
detected frauds of the most barefaced and 
enormous kind. But it is refreshing to 
watch the manner in which the Federal 
judiciary, when it once reached this case, 
has dealt with it. While the strictest re- 
quirements of the law have been observed, 
and the accused has been given all the 
rights to which he was entitled, there has 
been in the whole attitude of Judge 
BENEDICT, in the conduct of this case, a 
directness, a firmness, a stern sense of 
responsibility, that has had an excellent 
effect upon the public mind. He has 
known how to convey the impression that 
a Judge can beimpartial in declaring and 
enforcing the law as between the State 
and the accused without being indifferent 
tocrime, It is of no slight importance in 
a free community that the detestation of 
such rascality as that of FisH is accom- 
panied by renewed confidence in the vigor 
and certainty of the system of applied 
justice by which it is reached and pun- 
ished. 


THE CHOLERA IN SPAIN. 


There is no longer any doubt about the 
nature of the disease that made its ap- 
pearance a few weeks ago in the town of 
San Felipe de Jativa, on the eastern coast 
of Spain. It is admitted to be Asiatic 
cholera even by the doctors who at first 
contended that it was something else. So 
long as the number of cases did not rapid- 
ly increase and the disease did not spread 
in the neighboring country, they strove 
to conceal its real character in the hope 
that its force would soon be exhausted. 
But now, when not only the neighboring 
seaboard towns but also the villages on 
the Balearic Islands have been invaded 
by the plague, there are no more 
attempts tp conceal the truth. The 
doctors and the people are appealing to 
the Government for help, and at last the 
authorities are doing the work that ought 
to have been done long ago. San Felipe 
de Jativa is in the Province of Valencia, 
and is connected by rail with other towns 
on the coast. Already the disease has 
been carried to the Province of Almera, 
to Malaga, on the southern coast, and to 
the port of Mahon, on the island of 
Minorca. ‘It is probable that its presence 
in Marseilles, Toulon, and Naples will 
soon be announced, and that the entire 
northern shore of that part of the Medi- 
terranean that lies between Gibraltar and 
Sicily will. again be visited by this terrible 
epidemic. 








The reappearance of cholera in Europe 
at the very beginning of the warm season 
should cause those in this city who are 
especially interested in sanitary. work, 
either as officers of the City Government 
or as volunteers, to redouble their exer- 
tions. If the disease had not broken out 
afresh, or if its reappearance had been de- 
layed until the end of the Summer, the 
danger on ‘this side of the ocean would 
not be so great. The inhabitants of a city 
can best be protected from the attacks of 
such an epidemic by therigid enforcement 
of all sanitary rules. The work of clean- 
ing this city should be carried on with 
vigor, and its progress should not be de- 
layed by any lack of money. 

The reports recently submitted by San- 
itary Inspectors show how filthy and dan- 
gerous are the districts inhabited by the 
Italian scavengers. These colonies of 
ignorant immigrants, who live on garbage 
and fill their rooms with refuse, are a per- 
petual menace. It is predicted that in the 
coming Summer thousands of Italians like 
these will emigrate from Naples and other 
Italian cities to this port. The number of 
Italian immigrants arriving here in 1876 
was less than 3,000, but there was a 
steady increase each year until, in 1881, 
the number was 15,387. In 1882 it was 
$2,784. There was a decrease of about 
50 per cent. last year. Great commercial 
depression in Italy will drive the poor in 
great numbers to America this Summer, 
itis said. "We have received no more ob- 
jectionable immigrants than those who 
are huddled together in Jersey-street and 
other plague spots. If those who are to 
come jn the next twelve months:are of 
the same class it may be well to in- 
quire whether they cannot be excluded 
under the immigration law. If the chol- 
era should break out again in the Italian 
cities these immigrants would be objec- 
tionable not only on account of their hab- 
its and ways of living, but also because 
they might bear with them the germs of 
the dread disease.

CHEAP TELEGRAMS. 


The English Post Office will soon reduce 
by one half the minimum charge for tele- 
grams. It also proposes to change the 
system upon which the words in the mes- 
sage are counted. Inasmuch as the pres- 
ent system of counting is like our own, 
and as Mr. SHAW-LEFEVRE in announcing 
the change declared that it alone made 
the cheaper rate economically possible, his 
statement has an obvious bearing upon 
the telegraph business of the United 
States, apart from the general significance 
of his very interesting figures. 

The present charge for telegrams in 
England is 1s,, say 25 cents, for 20 words, 
address and signature both gratis. It is 
arranged that after Aug. 1 the charge 
shall be 1d., about 2 cents, for every 
2 words, and every word is to be count- 
ed; but no message will be sent under 6d. 
The change may seem slight, but as it 
concerns each of the 24,000,000 telegrams 
now sent it amounts to. a revolution in 
the business. As cheaper telegrams here 
may result from the working of the re- 
form, it is worth while to examine how 
the old plan works in detail and to learn 
what is expected of the new plan. 

People being human, it is not surprising 
to learn that most of them use as nearly 
as convenient the entire 20 words permit- 





| ted under the tariff. even whan fewer 
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would answer the purpose equally well. 
The average message numbers 17 words, 
But surely there is even less excuse for 
magnifying the addresses, The average 
on this head is 11, making the total mes- 
sage average 28. The cost of sending 
this is 10d., allowing no interest for the 
cost of the plant. Upon the whole invest- 
ment the Government receives only 2 1-2 
per cent., if allowance be. made for un- 
usual expenses on capital account. With- 
out such allowance there was an actual 
deficit of nearly $100,000. Clearly it was 
impossible to reduce the tariff unless the 
system as well as the rate could be changed. 
Mr. SHaw-LEFEVRE stated that the de- 
partment believed that verbose messages 
were no boon to thé public, and were an 
unnecessary cost}to the Post Office. The 
same is true of extravagant addresses and 
signatures in even greater degree. Ac- 
cordingly it was resolved to give users of 
the telegraph the option of economizing 
in the address and signature and receiv- 
ing the benefit in a less charge for the 
text. Thus the words outside the body 
of the message could be reduced by near- 
ly two-thirds, it being calculated that five 
words are enough to identify both the 
sender and receiver. This leaves seven 
words for conveying information with- 
out exceeding the minimum. That this 
will ‘be sufficient, ordinarily, is the 
judgment of the officials, who esti- 
mate that over one-third of the mes- 
sages which now average 28 words 
will go at the new rate of 12 cents for 
12 words. An average increase of busi- 
ness of one-third is also expected, and 
a reduction of cost upon an average 
message to 8 8-4d. There is no ap- 
parent reason why anybedy should ex- 
pect any telegraphing for nothing, and 
there is no difference in cost of service 
whether a word bein the address, signa- 
ture, or text. In ocean telegraphing, and 
throughout Continental Europe, every 
word is counted. After August only 
Americans will expect to get addresses tel- 
egraphed free of charge. If they were 
given the option of a briefer dispatch for 
less money they and the companies might 
both profit. The charge for plant being a 
constant one, every increase of business 
obviously increases the margin of profit. 


RUSSIA’S RECRUITS. 


Any untraveled reader of speeches and 
pamphlets denouncing ‘‘ Russia’s restless 
ambition,” were he suddenly put down in 
a Russian village amid a group of ‘ mu- 
jiks” (peasants) would be puzzled to con- 
nect any idea of ambition or warlike en- 
terprise with these stolid, low-browed, 
sallow, heavy-looking fellows in sheep- 
skin frocks and high boots smeared with 
tar, to all appearance the most peaceable, 
sluggish, unenterprising men alive. Nor 
is this the only drawback to Russia’s as- 
sumption of the character of a military 
empire. The frequent assertion that, what- 
ever else she may lack, she has, at least, a 
boundless supply of men, is directly con- 
trary to the truth. In reality the eighty 
millions of the Russian Empire yield 
fewer able-bodied recruits—owing to the 

‘insufficient food and low vitality of the 
peasantry—than the forty millions of 
France or the thirty of England. Only 
a few years ago one-fourth of the recruits 
sent. up to a great military depot in West- 
ern Russia were rejected on account of 
various defects, which did not include the 
ordinary one of short stature. The or- 
dinary duration of human life, rated at 
40 years in England, 38 in Germany, and 
86 in France, falis in different parts of 
Russia as low as 22, 20, and even 15 years. 

In such circumstances it is easy to 
see how terribly Russia must be exhaust- 
ed by the efforts necessary to maintain an 
army seldom, if ever, less than 500,000 
strong, and at present officially stated at 
670,000 men of all arms, including up- 
ward of 80,000 officers. The. influence of 
this huge military idol is felt through 
every department of the empire. The 
whole nationseemstobeinuniform. Men 
who, like IGNATIEFF, have been made 
Brigadiers or Major-Generals without ever 
seeing a shot fired meet one at every turn. 
The soldier takes precedence of the civil- 
ian in socie¢y as in the field, and any trav- 
eler through Central Asia will remember 
to his cost how often some Russian officer 
who had reached a remote post sta- 
tion in the desert after him left it -be- 
fore him, furnished with the fresh 
horses or camels which he himself had 
just been demanding in vain. But 
this is only a small part of the evil. The 
vast standing armies which are the 
servants of absolute monarchy in one 
sense are its masters in another. Like 
Sir Michael Scott in the old legend, the 
autocrat is doomed to find constant work 
for the demon that he has raised on pain 

‘of being destroyed by it. The Generals 
crave renown, the officers promotion, the 
soldiers employment and booty. These 
things must be had at any cost, and can- 
not be had otherwise than by war. More- 
over, other nations naturally look — for 
soine achievement worthy of the size and 
splendor of this great military engine, 
and the consciousness of this fact has 
prematurely urged more than one Czar 
into a bloody and disastrous conflict. \In 
a word, the Russian autocrat, like another 
Aaron, has cast down his Marshal's baton 
and changed it to a serpent, which has 


swallowed every other form of national 
life, 








VOWS. 


The Rev. Dr. VANDYKE, in the last 
number of the Presbyterian Review, 
writes of the Order of the Holy Cross 
in a manner that is conspicuously calm 
and dispassionate. He assumes that it 
would be unjust to praise unreservedly 
the act of the two young priests who, 
with the approval of Assistant Bishop 
Potter, have taken upon themselves the 
vows of chastity, poverty, and obedience. 
He also concedes that it would be 
unjust to treat them with ridicule 
and contempt as ‘‘ prigs” who “‘ set them- 
selves above their fathers and mothers 
and all other plain Christians.” Dr. Van- 
DYKE is too intelligent to hesitate to con- 
cede that it is entirely lawful for Chris- 
tians to take vows, and too much of a 
Christian himself .to find serious fault 
with the purpose of the vows taken by 
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does, however, find fault with the 
wording of one of the vows—that of 
“religious chastity’—on the ground that 
it confounds celibacy with chastity, and 
exalts the state of virginity above that of 
matrimony. He is filled with indignation 
against this ‘miserable, heretical, per- 
nicious, inhuman vow,” and calls on the 
brothers of the Holy Cross to hasten to 
recant it. Inthe presence of the fright- 
ful implication that men who, for re- 
ligion’s sake, do not marry are more chaste 
than good men who do marry, Dr. Van- 
DYKE forgets nis calmness and breaks out 
into very strong language. 

The attention of temperance societies 
should be called to Dr. VANDYKE’S article. 
Those societies exact an irrevocable vow 
from their members, but Dr, VANDYKE’S 
argument will show clearly that they have 
a right to take this vow, and that it is 
captious to ask them why they cannot 
stop drinking if they wish to without 
binding themselves with a vow. The ob- 
jectionable part of the temperance vow— 
or pledge—is the calm assumption con- 
tained in it that total abstinence is synony- 
mous with temperance, and that the man: 
who does not touch wine is better than 
the man who drinks wine moderately and 
temperately. _ It is a ‘‘ miserable, heret- 
ical, pernicious, inhuman vow”. which 
identifies temperance with total absti- 
nence. To quote what Dr. VANDYKE 
says of the vow of ‘chastity, this temper- 
ance vow “‘is not the renunciation of a 
lawful privilege in the spirit of self-sacri- 
fic. * * * It is the setting up of a 
false, unscriptural, inhuman standard of 
piety.” It is all very well for the mem- 
bers of temperance societies to renounce 
intemperance and’ to bind themselves to 
keep sober, but when they so word their 
pledge as to assume that he who drinks 
no wine is more truly temperate than he 
who drinks wine moderately and reasona- 
bly they are almost as wicked and shame- 
less as the framers of the vow of chastity 
taken by the members of the Order of the 
Holy Cross. 








TOP TIME. 


We are in the midst of top time, and 
‘from one end of the country to the other 
the top is striving to monopolize the 
sidewalk. It is doubtful if’ the small 
boys are deriving as much pleasure from 
top spinning this Spring as they usually 
do. Science has invaded what was for- 
merly a region of pure sport, and top 
spinners are now hotly debating the ques- 
tion, Does the use of the whip assist the 
top to spin? 

Hitherto this question has never pre- 
sented itself to the small boy. He has ac- 
cepted with unquestioning faith the dog- 
ma that atop requires to be constantly 
whipped, and the bare possibility that a 
small boy can spare the whip without 
spoiling the top has never occurred to 
him. This Spring, however, an eminent 
small boy of the Fourth Ward has openly 
professed his disbelief in the whip, and 
has asserted that an unwhipped top will 
spin longer and better than a whipped top. 

The small boy in question maintains his 
position by arguments of a purely scien- 
tific nature.’ Hé points out that the mo- 
tion of a top while spinning is a rotary 
one. Now, the use of the whip never pro- 
motes rotary motion. When applied toa 
horse the whip will stimulate the animal 
to rapid movement in a forward direction, 
but it never makes the horse revolve, So, 
too, the whip, when applied to a small 
boy, develops in him a rapid motion 
in a direction perpendicular to the 
plane of the schoolroom. In other 
words, it impels him to jump 
up and down with great agility, but it 
never in any circumstances develops a 
rotary motion in him. Why, then, argues 
the scientific small boy, should whipping 
a top cause it to revolve? 

This exhaustive argument has had, 
strange to say, little or no effect.upon our 
small boys, except in the way of exasper- 
ating them. They have clung unwaver- 
ingly to. the time-hallowed traditions 
which so many generations of top spin- 
ners have inherited, and they have re- 
garded the eminent small boy of the 
Fourth Ward asa. rationalist and an in- 
fide In vain has he offered to demon- 
strate that he can cause a top to spin 
longer without the help of a whip than 
with it. His proposed experiment 
is denounced as blasphemous, and 
he has been warned off the sidewalks 
of the ward. There can be but little 
doubt that he is in the right,: but he will 
gain no converts. Since the beginning of 
historic times the small boy has never 
changed his sports. He has learned noth- 
ing and forgotten nothing. He plays 
“‘two old cat” as ‘the Egyptian bays 
played it under the Third Dynasty, and he 
spins tops precisely according to the rules 
followed by the Greek’ small boys of the 
time of Homer. He will continue to 
whip his tops as long as the world may 
last, and neither argument nor fact will 
shake his faith in the whip. 








The dispatches from Central America 
do not throw much light on the situation 
there. In one we are told that Honduras 
has joined the alliance against Guatemala, 
and that the armies that opposed Barrios 
are advancing upon the capital of Guate- 
mala, to the great delight of the people 
over whom BaRRIOS ruled. In another it 
is asserted that the people of Guatemala 
are greatly excited, and have resolved to 
avenge the death of their President. There 
is also a slight disagreement about the 
name of the person who has succeeded Bar- 
R108. The Mexican Government appears, 
however, ‘to have received trustworthy 
information from its representative in 
Guatemala to the effect that the war is at 
an end, and the new. President of Guate- 
mala has informed President Diaz that 
his foreign policy will be purely defensive. 
The Mexican Congress was upon the point 
of considering a resolution granting to 
President Diaz power to declare war, but 
it is now said that the resolution will not 
be brought forward. —

The real attitude of Russia appears to 
be shown by the fact that the Russian. 
Government, after-assuring Great Britain 
that Gen, Komanorr would be required. 
to explain, sent to hima congratulatory 
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announced that the Russian army 
occupied Penjdeh ten days ago. The re- 
port submitted by Gen. KomaroFF with 
reference to the battle fought on the 30th 
ult. will not be satisfactory to the 
British Government. He asserts -that 
when he demanded that the Afghans 
should evacuate the position in which 
he found them they refused to 
do so and informed him thatin refusing 
they were acting upon the advice of the 
English, Then he attacked them, or 
‘*marched against their position,” and 
pretends to. have been surprised when 
they ‘‘ compelled him to accept a com- 
bat.” All this proves, the Russian papers 
say, that he was not the aggressor. It is 
very plain that Russia does not intend to 
yield anything.

Representative Shaw was over 60 years of age 
and served in the Thirty-second General Assem« 
bly, this being his second term. He has been an 
unswerving Democrat, and. thus there occurs 
another break in the ranks of that party.

WHY GEN. BLACK ASKED MISS 
SWEET TO RESIGN. 

(A POLITICAL BARGAIN WITH CARTER HAR- 
RISON SAID TO BE THE CAUSE--THE 
WAR ON MISS SWEKT ABANDONED. 

Wasurncton, April 12.—An Illinois Dem- 
erat now visiting in this city furnishes an ex- 
planation of Pension Commissioner Black's tele-

ap axe, Gen. Black has made the mistake, 
ascribable perhaps to ignorance of his 
powers and duties, of attempting to 


romove an officer whom he describes as honest, 
capable, and satisfactory. The reasons given 
for his course are political and complicated. 
Before the Illinois State Convention met in July 
yast, Gen. Black’s name was frequently men- 
tioned as a candidate for Governor. When the 
convention met at Peoria, it was found that 
Carter Harrison had a large majority of the dele- 
gates. Gen. Black, among his personal friends, 
had been bitterly opposed to Harrison, but he 
concluded to step aside and endeavor to secure 
an election as delegate at large to the National 
Conventior. He was astrong McDonald man, 
while the State was strong for Cleveland. To 
get to the National Convention hie needed the as- 
sistance of the Harrison people, and it has been | 
asserted that in order to succeed he was induced 
to promise that if chosen he would makea 
speech nominating Carter Harrison for Presi- 
dent. The proof has not been made that this 
dicker was effected, but Gen. Black went to the 
convention as a delegate at large, and forgetting 
that he had denounced Harrison as ademagogue 
presented him in a eulogistic speech a3 the can- 
fidate of Lilinois. 

The gentleman who tells this story says that 
Black and Harrison have since been working 
together. Botn gentlemen have been aspiring 
to the United States Senatorship. A short time 
ago, when Harrison’s chances disappeared, it 
was reported at yang oor that the Cook Coun- 
ty delegation in the Legislature would support 
Black for Senator if Miss Sweet wus removed 
and Mrs. Mulligan put in her place. The city 
election was coming on in Chicago. : Harrison 
needed all the support he could get to 
gaake him Mayor. He was very anxious to 
get a strong Irish vote. Word was sent to Wash- 
ington by Carter Harrison intimating that if the 
removal! of Miss Sweet could be made before the 
election it would be reciprocated when a break 
occurred in ths Legislature by the transfer of 
the Cook County vote from Morrison to Black. 
The demand for Miss Sweet's resignation, ac- 
companied by a compliment for her faitnful 
services, was sent by telegraph. Itwas not to 
take effect for three months, so that the neces- 
sity for asking the resignation by wire appears 
to have been justitied by some extraordinar 
exigency. The mails would have taken it in 
hours, but they would have brought it to Chi- 
cago about Monday, instead of Saturday before 
the election, too tate to produce the desired 
effect upon the susceptible Irish voters. 

The question is asked by the Illinois gentleman 
who tells this story whether Gen. Black has not 
tried to break down Morrison's column in the 
Legis'ature and whether he has not only used 
the Pension Office to advance his cause, but at 
the same time. has sought to disorganize 
Morrison’s friends in the Legislature. It 
is even asserted that he as discred- 
ited Chairman Oberly’s standing with the 
Administration, while Mr. Oberly has been @ 
welcome and frequent visitor at the White 
House. The ingratitude of this is apparent if 
the assertion is true. when it is known that Pen- 
Fion Commissioner Black owes his appointment 
to his present place principally to Mr. Oberly.

The Arion Society gave last evening an 
interesting concert at their clubhouse, in which 


Mme. Christine Dossert, soprano, and the 
choral forces of the society were con-

Several new 
works were made known--a serenade for string 
orchestra by Weingartner, a sort of descriptive 
suite by Krug, and an “  Idyl-Waltz” by Arthur 
Claassen being the novelties.

James D, Fish sat quietly in a chair in 


the office of the Ludlow-Street Jail yesterday 
afternoon smoking a cigar with a ronchalant 
air. “Tell the reporters, if an: 1,” he said to 
a keeper, “that Lam contr here, and my 
surroundings are pleasant enetigh.” 

“TI have come to the conciusion that a man 
can adapt himself to circumstances anid be 
pretty comfortable,” he afterward said to those 
standing about. After delivering himself of this 
bit of philosophy, Mr. Fish watched the smoke 
curl up from his cigar. *‘I do not know whether 
to throw away this cigar or not,” he continued.

Mr. Fish had not visited Ferdinand Ward, the 
former partner of his unfortunate ventures, yes- 
terday afternoon. **No,1l do not want to see 
him, Why should I want to see him ?” he re- 
plied, when questioned in regard to the matter. 
Several friends called at the jail to inquire about 
Mr. Fish during the day, and the doorkeeper was 


kept busy handling his big key. An effort will 
be made to-day by the counsel for Mr. Fish to 
get the convicted ex-bank President out of jail 
pending the application fora new trial. This will 
probabiy be a ditticult matter, as the United 
States District Attorney will oppose any petition 
for granting his release on bail. The granting 
of any such petition would be merely a matter 
of grace to the convicted man. It ilies wholly 
in the discretion of the Judge, as there is no law 
compelling that bail be received for a prisoner 
pending his sentence. In cases of lesser impor- 
tancs it is often dong, though the bail is placed at 
a very high sum. Should the Judge be sufficient- 
ly lenient to grant the request the amount de- 
manded for sureties would be very large, as the 
bail ot Mr. Fish while awaiting trial was $50,000 

District Attorney Root was resting quietly 
after his month of arduous work yesterday 
afternoon. He has,iven a great deal of time to 
the case and has been constant in his attendance 
at the trial. He was assisted by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Foster in preparing and present- 
ing his evidence against Mr. Fish. During the 
last three days of the trial Mr. Root was troubled 
with a severe sore throat, which rendered his 
duty in summing up an arduous one. At the 
close of his speech on Saturday afternoon he 
could hardly talk from hoarseness. This was a 
source of regret to the audience, who failed to 
catch all his speech owing to tho necessarily low 
tone in which he addressed the jury. The result 
of the case and the conviction of Mr. Fish is 
deemed by Mr. Root’s friends a great triumph. 

Mr. Root said inayat A that he understood 
the counsel for the defense intended to appeal 
the case and ask for a new tria:. In regard to 
the manner in which such action couid be taken 
he said that the motion would be made to the 
court in banc, before whom argument would be 
made. The case will therefore come fore 
Judgo Wallace, the Circuit Judge, and Judges 
Benedict and Brown, of the District Courts. As 
three Judges would be on the bench, their de- 
cision would be final, as no appeal can be made 
inacriminal case of this sort tothe Supreme 
Court, except in one instance—that is when two 
Judges sit in banc and do not agree in their de- 
cision. In such cases certificates of division 
could be presented tothe Supreme Court. ‘In 
this case,” said Mr. Root, ** it will hardly be pos- 
sible to divide three Judges.”’ 

In case, however, a new trial should be or- 
dered it would come up before Judge Benedict. 
As to the time when the motion for a new trial 
will be heard it cannot be stated definitely, as 
it will largely depend upon the engagements of 
the Circuit Judge. It was thought by the United 
States District Attorney that owing to the im- 
portance of the case the argument would take 
place ut an early date. Meanwhile the question 
whether Mr. Fish must remain in jail tilla re- 
sult is reached in the appeal action will 
be decided upon _ to-day. hen 
as to whether convicted 
President could be sentenced on 
count of the indictment, Mr. Root said he be- 
lieved he could. Hethen cited the Tweed case, 
in which Judge Davis gave the prisoner a cumu- 
lative sentence on several of the counts of his 
indictment. After he had served one year, the 
sentence of a single indictment, his case was 
brought up ona writ of habeas corpus. In op- 
position to this, however, Mr. Root said the En- 
glish courts allowed sentences on several counts 
of an indictment. In the Tichborne case, the 
would-be claimant.

This would 
secure to Mr. Fish an imprisonment of 10 to 20 
years. The delay of the jury in bringing ina 
verdict 18 said to have been caused by the long 
period taken in going over the indictment of 25 
counts. Special ballots were necessary on spe- 
cific counts in many instances. That the jurors 
were in favor of conviction it was discovered at 
once. One juror, however, wished to get more 
definite instructions from the court in regard to 
the intent. Therefore they went back to the 
ogus at 11 o’clock. The remaining hour and 
a half was spent in dissecting the big indictment. 





INSANE AFTER HIS WIFE’S DEATH. 
> —_— 
A NEEDY GERMAN MUSICIAN COMMITS SUI- 
CIDE BY CUTTING HIS THROAT. 

Valentine Rtitzel, a German musician 42 
years of age, committed suicide yesteraay by 
cutting his throat with a razor in his apart- 
ments at No. 329 East Eighth-street. He was a 
widower and lived with his three children—Ida, 
age 18; Andrew, age 16,and Josephine, age 14 
years. His wife died on the 7th of February 
from self-inflicted maipractice. Since that time 


Rtitzel had been regarded by his neighbors as in- 
sane. He was in poor circumstances and earned 
ascanty living by copying music. 

Yesterday afternoon Ritzcl sent his son to the 
residence of a music teacher named Herman, at 
No. 213 East Forty-third-street, with some music 
which he had copied. When the youth returned 
he found his father standing over a wasbtub 
placed in the middle of the kitchen, bleeding 
profusely from a terrible gash in his throat, 
which he had intlicted with an old razor, wnich 
he still held in his right hand. He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital, where he died at 6 o'clock 
last evening. In his room was found a piece ot 
note paper ou which he had written a few lines 
= German, of which the following is a transla- 

on: 

“My DEAR Goop IDA, ANDREW, AND JOSEPHINE; 
I never thought! could be so stupid. 1 only feared 
the landlady would put us all out. Ask my brotner and 
sister to nssist you, and especially your uncle Henry, 
your dead mother’s brother.” 

Coroner Messemer commenced an inquest in 
the case last evening. He tovok the statements 
of the son Andrew and thedaughter Ida. It was 
shown that after Riitzel had sent his son away on 
an errand, he told his duughterto go out fora 
walk,so that he could be alone in the apart- 
ments. The Coroner granted a permit for the 
interment of the body in the Lutheran Cemetery 
beside the remains of the wife. 


HER DEATH DUE TO MALPRACTICE. 

Two little children romped gayly about 
their mother's coffin in the upper story of a tene- 
ment at No. 758 Second-avenue yesterday while 
their dejected father sat by and watched them 
with aninfant in his arms. The nameof the 
father is August Steinweg. Early last week he 
was called home from work by his littie boy. 
who gaid his mother had been taken sudden! 
sick. Mr. Steinweg found Emily Wandell, a mid- 
wife, living at No. 818 Second-avenue, 
in attendance on his wife, and at her 
ew went to her house and brou. ht back a 
sachel. Afterward, he says, he saw the woman 
cleaning an instrument as if she had been usin 
it. Mrs. Steinweg, who was about 32 years old, 
became worse after the departure of the mid- 
wife, and Dr. M. A. Farrie was called in. He 
found the woman suffering from peritonitis, and 
was told by the patient that the midwife had 
used instruments in treating her. She died at 10 
o’clock on Saturday night, and Dr. Farrie re- 
ported the case to Capt. Ryan, of the I'wenty- 
first Police Precinct, yesterday morning. 

The midwife was later arrested on a charge of 
malpractice by_ Detective Malarkey and taken 
before Justice Murray, at the Yorkville Police 
Court. He remanded her to await the action of 
a Coroner. An autopsy was made on Mrs. 
Steinweg’s body by Coroner Martin in the after- 
noon. which showed that death was due to peri- 
tonitis, caused by malpractice. He directed De- 
tective Malarkey to take his prisoner before 
Justice Murray this morning and have her com- 
mitted to the Tombs without bail. Mrs, Wan- 
dell denies that there was anything improper in 
he: treatment.

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HORSEWHIPPED BY TWO WOMEN. 


THE EDITOR OF A NYACK WEEKLY PUB- 
LICLY PUNISHED. 

Nyack, April 12.—This village is in a 
state of excitement over a sensational event 
which occurred at noon to-day at the time 
people were going home from church, This 
event was the public horsewhipping of John 
V. Onderdonk, the editor and proprietor of 
the Independent Advertiser, a small newspaper 
published weekly at this place. He is also one 
of the Excise Commissioners for the town of 
Orangetown, having been elected by the tem- 
perance. people two years ago. He published 
his newspaper for several months with the 


avowed intention of making war upon tho liquor 
traffic in this vicinity.. This fight he has kept up 
incessantly, and in addition he has published 
many statements of a personal nature which 
have Irritated those whose names have been 
mentioned. Violent ‘threats have frequently 
been made against him, and many persons have 
wondered how he has escaped personal injury. 
This noon he received the whipping that has 
long been promised him, and it was administered 
vigorously by two women. 

In the Jast issue of the Independent Advertiser 
was a bitter denunciation of David Shakespeare, 
one of the newly appointed police constables of 
this place, charging him with hanging around 
rum shops and being guilty of other crimes, 
among which wasthat of “living in adultery 

hawoman.” Inthesame paper was a re- 
fiection upon William H. Harris, the other police 
constable. These two officers were greatly in- 
censea, and the people predicted that ‘* some- 
thing would grow out of it... Mr. Onderdonk is 
the owner of asmall reservoir on Upper Maine- 
street, which supplied two’blocks of buildings in 
the village with water. Itis his custom every 
morning to walk upto the reservoir to see if 
everything is all right. Jt was rumored this 
morning that some one had set tire to the small 
building at the reservoir last night, and a few 
minutes before noon 50 or 60 persons went 
to see 1f the report was true. Among these 
persons were four who went for a different pur- 
pose—David Shakespeare and his wifeand W. H. 
Harris and his wife. Mr. Onderdonk was inside 
the inclosure when these persons arrived. Mrs. 
Shakespeare promptly administered several bard 
blows with a stout horsewhip. She was imme- 
diately reinforced by Mrs. Harris, who also had 
a horsewhip, and the two women poured the 
blows upon him thick and fast. The crowd looked 
on and appeared to enjoy the scene, oceasionally 
urging the women on in their work. Mr. Onder- 
donk finally sank on his knees and begged for 
mercy, acknowledging that he had written the 
articles referred to, and promising to retract all 
the offensive statements next week. When the 
women got through with him he had been badly 
punished, and looked as white asa sheet of pa- 
per. The lookers on then formed into a proces- 
sion and marched back to the village, headed by 
Shakespeare and Harris and their wives. The 
affair has caused a genuine sensation in tne 
town. A lawsuit will doubtless result from the 
affair, as Mr. Onderdonk intends to appeal to the 
courts for redress. 





NOT DRUNK BUT DYING, 








A MAN FOUND WITH A FRACTURED SKULL 
IN THE BOWERY. 

Patrolman Patrick Masterson, of the 
Tenth Precinct, while on duty on the Bowery 
at 10:30 o'clock on Saturday night, found a man 
lying on the sidewalk at the corner of Bayard- 
street, apparently drunk. The policeman roused 
the man from his drunken stupor and took him to 
the Elridge-street police station. There he gave 
hig nameas James Shannon, and said that he 
was-a native of Ireland, 41 years of age. He re- 
fused to give his residence, and was lockea up in 


a cell. Atl o’clock in the morning Doorman 
Eastburn found Shannon lying on. the floor of 
the cell, having evidently rolled off the bunk. 
_ He was unconscious and breathing heavily. As 
he could not be roused an ambulance was sum- 
moned from the Chambers-Street Hospital. 

The surgeon who camewith the ambulance 
at first believed that the man was simply drunk, 
but a closer examination revealed symptoms of 
a fracture of the skull. Shannon was taken to 
the hospital, where he died at 8 o’clock yéster- 
day morning. An autopsy showed that death 
had resulted from a fracture of the skull, but 
whether from a fall or from a blow could 
not be determined. Sergeant Warner, who 
was at the desk at the Eldridge-street sta- 
tion when Shannon was brought in, said yester- 
day that heappeared to be simply drunk. There 
were no visible marks of violence about 
his bead or face and he did not complain of hay- 
ing been injured. Shannon gave his name, age, 
and nativity without hesitation, but. refused to 

ve his residence, although the Sergeant asked 

im for his address four times. The police areof 
the opinion that Shannon received the fracture 
of the skull from which he died by falling on 
the sidewalk where he was found. He may, 
however, have become engaged in a fight with 
some person and been knocked down, 





THE STEAMSHIP HUNTER LOST. 





HER CREW ABANDON HER AND SHE SINKS 
SHORTLY AFTER. 

The steamship Santo Domingo, which 
arrived at Quarantine last evening from San 
Domingo City and Turk’s Island, brought from 
the latter port the crew, 18 in number, of 
the steamship Hunter, which foundered on 
March 19, in latitude 31° 12’ and longitude 
72° 13. The Hunter left Boston for 
Baracoa under the command of Capt. McIndoe 
on March 13. Five days later she was caught in 
a violent gale, in which her bulwarks were car- 
ried away andshe sprung a serious leak. Al- 
though the pumps were kept going constant- 
ly, the leak increased, nntil on the following day 
the vessel was ina sinking condition. A pilot- 
boat then came up and the crew of the Hunter 
abandoned her. 

The Hunter went down soon after she was 
abandoned. The pilotboat landed the crew at 
Turk’s Island, which was 60 miles south of where 
the Hunter foundered. The lost steamship was 
in ballast. She was owned by Patrick Clancy, 
of Boston, and was valued at $30,000. She was 
insured for $20,000. She measured 616 tons and 
was built of wood at Norwich, Conn.,in 1865. 
She was thoroughly overhauled in 1881. 

Capt. Kelly, of the Santo Domingo, reports 
that on March 20the German bark Philip Wyer- 
gang, which was loaded with mahogany and 
coffee for Genoa, went ashore on the bar at San 
Domingo City, while proceeding to séa, and be-., 
— a total wreck. A portion of the coffee was 
saved.

The Nun of Kenmare and her institution 
in Jersey for poor and unfortunate girls were 
benefited at Steinway Hall last nicht by a Ject- 
ure and concert under the auspices of St. Pat- 
rick’s Alliance of America. The Hon. W. E. 
Robinson, ex-Congressman and twister of the 
caudal appendage of the British lion, was the 
lecturer, and as he stepped out upon the plat- 
form he was greeted with uproarious applause 
andian overture of lively Irish airs by Olvany’s 
orchestra. The subject of the lecture was 
“Irish and English Influence in America.” 

““What .is American influence,” said the 
speaker, * but Irish influence? The true spirit 
of our Republic to-day is Irish. Ireland is the 
place where God has established his factory to 
supply this country with patriotism.” As the 
speaker waxed warm in the praises of his coun- 
try he could not suppress the expression of a de- 
sire to bathe his soul once more in the atmos- 
phere of his native land. Mr. Robinson ran 
over the names of most of the great men of 
America, past and present, and claimed for them 
an Irish origin. Even George Washington, he 
said, had taken out his naturalization papers as 
an Irishman, and the evacuation of Boston had 
occurred on St. Patrick’s Day. The Irish on 
that occasion had driven British troops into the 
sea as St. Patrick did the frogs before ’em. 

Hisses were drawn from the audience by the 
mention of James Russell Lowell. The speaker 
called him a beggarly reprobate, and said he had 
been corrupted by English ideas and infatuated 
by bringing his knees in contact with British 
mahogany. The so-called imitation of English 
manners by Washington society, as seen in 
liveried servants and banged-tailed horses, was 
deprecated by.the speaker. ‘*Everything En- 
glish is bad,” he said, “and dirty as are the 
waters of the Potomac, they are far too pure to 
drown the English mimics in.. If this country is 
to be saved from monarchy,” he addea “it must 
be saved by the expulsion of English ideas as op- 
posed to Irish ideas, which are synonymous with 
American ideas.”’ 

Mr. Robinson said he had quarrejed with the 
wives of Englishmen who visited Washington 
and ridiculed American institutions. He con- 
cluded with some suggestions as to the benefit 
likely to obtain from brushing “ the mildew of 
monarchy” from “the pinions of the American 
eagie.

LOSSES BY FIRE.

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ELECTIONS IN NEW-JERSEY 

————-—> 

EXCITEMENT AMONG THE JERSEY 

CITY POLITICIANS. 

PLACES TO BE FILLED AND LOCAL QUES- 
TIONS TO BE DECIDED BY THE VOTERS— 
THE HOBOKEN MAYORALTY. 

The charter elections in the cities of 
New-Jersey fake place to-morrow. In Hoboken 
and Rahway and one or two.other cities Mayors 
are to be chosen. In Jersey City only the members 
of the executive local boards are to be selected, 
but there is unwonted excitement among the 
politicians. Besides this, special votes are to be 
taken in the city on the act abolishing the Board 
of Education and for the establishment of a free 
public library. For the establishment of the 
library it is proposed to raise, in addition to the 
regular tax levy, a special tax of one-third of a 
mill. President Datz, of the local Board of Fi- 
nance says that on the valuation of $60,000,000 
this means an expenditure of $20,000a year, and 
he very much doubts whether the condition of 
the city’s finances will justify the expenditure. 
To be accepted a majority of all the ballots cast 
nt the election must expressly declare for the 


nct,and the probability is that its acceptance 
wil! be defeated by inaction on the part of the 
voters. 

With the act abclishing the Board of Educa- 
tion both the feeling and the method of its 
neceptance are different. The conduct and 
methods of the elective Board of Education 
have brought the whole local school system into 
disrepute, and public sentiment is strongly 
in favor of its abolition. The acceptance 
of the new act, approved by Gov. Ab- 
bett April 1, will vest the appointment 
of a new board in the hands of Mayor Collins. 
The new board will cousist of seven members, to 
be divided as nearas may be between the two 
great parties. The competent and respected 
members of the present board even are in favor 
of the change, but there are intimations that the 
less reputable of the members have made ar- 
rangements for a vigorous assault upon the act. 
A majority of all the votes cast at the election 
is not necessary, as With the free library act, to 
accept the bill. The act makes a majority of 
the votes which declare for or against it decisive. 
One vote for it, with mone against it, would 
make it operative. ‘ 

Beyond the special elections, the politicians 
are interested in the choice of local officers. 
There are tobe chosen three Police, Fire, and 
Works Commissioners each, six Aldermen, and 
a Board of Chosen Freebolders—the latter bein 
the County Board.: The Democrats stood a goo 
chance at the outset of securing the control of 
the Board of Police Commissioners. Disaffec- 
tions among the Republicans in the First and 
Third Districts are reasonably sure to elect Dem- 
ocratic Police Commissioners there, Buckley in 
the First and Hebhbergerin the Third. Asplit 
against Commissioner ‘Meyer in the Fourth Dis- 
trict argued his defeat too, but the nomination 
by the Democrats of Pallister has sacrificed 
them the election there, and the con- 
trol of the ‘board at the same_ time. 
The Democrats can at the best only tie the Fire 
and Works Commissions. There is the warmest 
kind of a rivalry for the Fire Board in the Third 
and Fifth Districts. The Republicans in both 
are divided, and tactional contests will defeat 
the party’s candiaates, though both are strong 
Republican districts. ‘The Aldermanic contests 
present some points of unusual interest. In the 
Fifth District ex-Assemblyman Thomas V. Cator 
is a candidate. The citizens made him. their 
nominee a few days ago. Assemblyman Cole 
and others, who manage one of the Fifth 
District factions, supported him for the 
Republican nomination, but his vaciilating 

olitical course made him unacceptable. 
Nomination was refused him. Their applica- 
tion to the Democratic;District Convention 
met with better success. When it was ascer- 
taiped that he had secured the Democratie 
nomination, the Democrats of the district with 
almost one accord raised their voice against 
him. The County Committee ordered his name 
off the ticket, and yesterday afternoon the 
County. Committeemen representing the district 
formally put Frank Smyth in the field as the 
regular Democratic candidate. Cator will divide 
the Repuodlican vote with the regular nominee, 
and.Smyth will probably be elected. In the 
Third District Alderman Abernethy is the 
only man on the Republican ticket who 
has the united support of ail the factions, 
and, except Constable Crawford, he is the only 
man on the ticket who will probably be elected 
there. Inthe First District Joseph R. Van 
Syckle, a well-known real estate agent, is mak- 
ing a strong canvass as an independent Citizens’ 
Association nomineeagainst the regular Repub- 
lican candidate, John A. Parker. The Republic- 
ans, in spite of all the differences, will, by their 
** hold-over” members, retain control of the Po- 
lice, Fire, and Works Commissions or tie them. 
The Board of Aldermen and Board of Freehold- 
ers wiil pruvably be Democratic. 

The interest in the Hoboken city election cen- 
tres upon the Rareray. contest. H. L. Timken 
has been Mayor there for two years, having been 
elected by the Democrats. A clique of Demo- 
cratic politicians whom he had refused to per- 
mit to have their own way started out to beat 
him, and succeeded in preventing his nomina- 
tion. The citizens nominated him, however, and 
the Democrats, to unite a]] parties against him, 
indorsed ex-Mayor Besson, the Republican candi- 
Gate. The Democratic City Committee refused 
to countenance Besson, and spent a week or ten 
days in looking around for a regular Democratic 
candidate who would accept. it did not succeed 
until it struck the meadows, and Councilman 
John Lee was induced to run. The Democratic 
schemers have probably overdone the job in 
running him. Besson would have the support 
of just that element of the Democratic Party 
that Lee can control, and Lee’s candidacy there- 
fore favors Timken. . 





A CLERICAL SKATING RINK KEEPER. 

A girl 13 years old was a prisoner in the 
Essex Market Police Court yesterday charged 
with stealing a pair of roller skates. The com- 
plainant wasthe Rev. Dr. Edward D. Kelsey, of 
the Seventh-Street Presbyterian Church. He is 
manager of the Hatfield, a six-story lodging 
house recently erected in Ridge-street, near 
Broome. The top floor is used as a roller skating 
rink, to which an admission fee of 15 cents is 
charged. The complainant said he detailed a 
small boy to watch the skates, and it was upon 
the evidence of the !ad that he asked 
Detective McCarley, of the Thirteenth Precinct, 
to make thearrest. The detective said he could 
not offer any evidence for the prosecution, as he 
failed to find the stolen property on the girl 
when he was called in.

GALES ON THE OCEAN. 

Several European vessels which arrived 
yesterday reported having encountered very 
severe weather on the Atiintic. Capt. Heim- 
bruch, of the Fulda, of the North German Lioyd, 
from Bremen, stated that on April 5, when in 
midocean, a terrific northwesterly gale set in 
The sea ran toan enormous height and caused 
the shiv to labor violently. Heavy waves fre- 


quentiy swept the decks, but caused no damage. 
The passengers were obliged to remain below 
during the storm, which continued for nearly 48 
ours. Tnestorm which the Fulda encountered 
anat about thesame time that the Germanic, 
which has since put back tu Queenstown. was dis- 
abled by atidal wave.

from Amsterdam, and the Jan Breydel, from 
Antwerp, all met with storms which they 
weathered without sustaining injuries.

Fearing 
thatsome manager would offer better induce- 
ments before April 6,the date on which they 
were eligible to sign new contracts, Manager 
Mutrie took the two players down to Bermuda. 
While sojourning there they took advantage of 
the warm weather and played in several games 
of ball with nines made up of guests of the 
Hamilton Hotel. They are in first-rate condi- 
tion now and anxious to begin their season's 
work. They have attached their signatures to 
contracts, and will play with the New-Yorks on 
Wednesaay.

The baseball public are at a loss to understand 
the reason of Mr. Lucas’s contentment.

AMONG THE GERMAN CATHOLICS. 

The Catholics of the thickly populated 
district about St. Nicholas’s Church, in Second- 
street, near Avenue A—" Little Germaaoy,”’ it is 
called—were yesterday much interested in the 
solemn services in that church with which the 
devotion of the forty hours was begun. The 
mass was celebrated by the Rey. J. F. Beyer,

Hannan and 
Sweeney had hada quarrel on the evening pre- 
vious tu the shooting, and it is therefore sup- 
posed that Sweeney and Smith went to Hannan’s 
shanty to settie the previous difficulty, and dur- 
ing the row which occurred Smith shot Hannan. 
Owing to the nature of the injury Hannan was 
not in condition during his stay at Bellevue Hos- 
pital to give an intelligent account of what had 
occurred.

A WELL ATTENDED MEETING OF THE MAN- 

HATTAN ASSOCIATION, 

When Chairman J. B. Gibbs, with ‘the 
gorgeous badge of his office on the lapel of his 
coat, rapped for silence in the lecture room of 
the Masonic Temple yesterday afternoon, an au- 
dience completely filling the hall settled back 
in the seats and waited the opening of the pro- 
gramme prepared by the Manhattan Temper- 
ance Association. The platform was fiiled 
with the members of the Union Vocal 


Society and the various soloists who lend 
their services to the association. A service of 
song preceded the 7. ee exercises, and was 
participated in by the society and Miss May 
Benedict, Miss Henrietta Dreyer, and Mr. George 
Sanders. Recitations were ‘given by Misses 
Reynolds and Mabel Stephenson. All the music 
was under the direction of Dr. J. A. Kelley, and 
was effectively rendered. ; 

Among the other features of the programme 
was an oration by the boy orator, Robert Will- 
jams. When he was brought forward, the Chair- 
man announced as his subject “Gen. Grant.” 
The child, who is apparéntly not yer * ieee 
old, and who might have well been out walking 
with his nurse, stepped boldly to the front of 
the platform, and in a deep voice,in strange 
contrast with his infantile appearance, launched 
out upon a general dissertation on the moral ques- 
tions which have perplexed sages from the dawn 
of civilization settling them off-hand. The boy ex- 
tended his “ oration” to such a length that when 
he casually alluded to eternity the appositeness of 
the reference led toa round of applause. After 
he had conciuded, the Chairman apologetically 
informed the audience that hereafter the boy 
orator would not be allowed to take up so much 
time, which evidently met with the approval of 
the audience, the statement being vigorously 
applauded. . 

Mr. J. B. Conkling offered a series of resolu- 
tions sympathizing with Gen. Grant and pray- 
ing for his restoration to health, which were 
adopted. An address upon the * Adulteration 
of Liquors” was then made by Major C. B. Cot- 
ten, who enligntened the audience by his de- 
scriptions of the frauds practiced upon the 
drinker, and amused them bya recital of the 
fancy names bestowed by inventive barkeepers 
upon the decoctions prepared for tbe bibulously 
inclined. The meeting was then given over to 
recital of experiences and signing of the pledge, 
and it was not until after the street lamps had 
been lighted that the exercises concluded and 
the audience departed. 





CRYING FOR MORE PAPERS. 


TEMPERANCE WORK AMONG THE NEGROES 
IN THE SOUTH. 

A meeting, under the auspices of the 
National Temperance Society. was held last 
evening in the Thirty-fourth-Street Reformed 
Church to hear the Rey. C. H. Mead relate inci- 
dents of his experience in preaching temperance 
to the freedmen in the South. There were Some 
introductory remarks by the Rev. James M. 
Dickson, Pastor of the church, and Mr. J. Noble 
Stearns stated that the National Society was 
circulating temperance literature through the 


South and employing missionaries to preach it. 
This literature was most earnestly desired by the 
colored people there, and the demand for it was 
much greater than the society could supply. He 
had just spent a month in Louisiana, and the 
temperance work there was progressing rapidly. 
At the Exposition in New-Orieans large mass 
meetings were held, which were crowded, and 
among the colored people the audiences were 
very Jarge. Hundreds had signed the pledge, In 
Georgia, where a large amount of temperance 
literature was sent, the effect was seen in the 
counties adopting probibition measures. 

The Rey. Mr. Mead told of the pleasure with 
which the colored people had listened to him for 
the past three years, and how they had cried out 
for more papers. They were wiiling to be taught, 
but they needed the teachersand the papers. The 
minds of colored persons he found capable of 
much intelligence, and the examination papers 
of colored schoo! teachers were often superior 
to those of the white teachers. The hope of the 
great mass of the colored population, increasing 
so rapidly in the South, the speaker thought, 
was in education and the breaking up of the 
saloons. Intemperance.was the curse of the 
Southern negro. A collection was taken and 
enough money secured to buy a considerable 
quantity of temperance papers. 





DIFFERENT WAYS OF CONVERSION. 

The greater part of the congregation of 
the Washington-Place Methodist Episcopal 
Church went last evening to hear their Pastor, 
the Rev. Merritt Hulburd, preach upon “The 
Keynote of a Noble Life,” but before the ser- 


mon the minister in his prayer invoked the 
Divine blessing upon Gen. Grant. Many prayers 
tor the General, he said, were now centring be- 
fore the throne of grace. and the minister be- 
sought the Lord, as the sufferer had passed 
through a stormy andeventfu! life, to grant him 
— and happiness in bis last hours, as he had 
rought peace to the Nation. ‘ 

Mr. Hulburd then selected for his text Paul's 
recounting to Agrippa the heavenly vision 
which had brought about his conversion. There 
were various means of converting young men 
to God and righteousness. Some needed gentile, 
persuasive methods, and for others a knock- 
down argument was the best. Such a man was 
Paul, and the bright effulgence and power and 
voice of Christ converted him from a bitter per- 
secutor into an aggressive and faithful soldier 
of the cross. This personal revelation of Christ 
to him was needed to Shee him for the 
apostieship. Calls and visions from heaven 
came to all youth in various ways. it was 
not necessary to hear the voiceand see the vis- 
ion with the physical senses as Paul had, but 
the calis came to young men when they felt the 
influence in their hearts and minds, and it de- 
volved upon them to heeiit. Some young men 
needed rough experience to bring them out. 
Many called themselves men who would be go if 
knocked down with hard facts. which would de- 
velop them into uprizht, earnest, and manly 
Christians. Many puppies could be turned into 
good dogs if thrown into the waterand left to 
swim or drown. They would come to their senses 
and swim. 





DISCUSSING RATES OF LABOR. 

At yesterday’s meeting of the Central 
Labor Union the painters’ delegates said that 
their strike for an advance of wages had heen 
generally successful. The firm of Munro & Mc- 
Cormick had promised to pay the advanced 


rates, but had failed to keep its promise. Their 
men employed at rort Washington would there- 
fore be calied out to-day. Their union had also 
quarreled with William Shaw, who had de- 
nounced all union men as loaiers,and said that 
he only employed them because he could not 
help himself. The Painters’ Union had there- 
fore decided to callali. its men.out of his shop 
until he made asuitable apology. The union 
further resolved to charge double rates for all 
work done on Sundays and holidays. 

The wood carvers said that they were getting 
low wages, and had appointed a committee to 
demand increased rates. The waiters’ delegates 
were happy because a number of proprietors of 
east side saloons and ballrooms had promised to 
employ only unionmen. The machinists report- 
ed a revival of business and an increase of mem- 
bership in their union. The trunkmakers, too, 
who pad experienced a very dull Summer and 
Winter seasou, said that their business was bet- 
ter. A delegation from the newly amalvamated 
bricklayers’ unions was received, and said that 
they bad reorganized under the name of Brick- 
layers’ Union No.2. The cigarmakers reported 
that a South-street cigar manufacturing firm 
had reduced wages between $1 and $2 per 1,000 
cigars, and that when the men refused to accept 
the reduction they were locked out. A delega- 
tion from the Brooklyn Central Labor Union 
said that that body had issued a protest against 
the new Convict Labor bill. The meeting there- 
upon indorsed the protest, and resolved to send 
copies of the protest 10 all the Assemblymen and 
Senators from this city. 





SEVENTEEN PRISONERS DISCHARGED. 

Complaints have been received by Capt. 
Copeland, of the Ninth Precinct, against the 
liquor saloon of John McGinnis, at No. 105 
Christopher-street, from neighbors, who alleged 


that the place was a resort for disorderly charac- 
ters and was a nuisance to the neighborhood. 
Between 12 and 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
word came to the station house that a small riot 
was going on in the place. Capt. Copeland 
and a posse of police hastened to the 
saloon, but when they arrived the place 
was closed up ana the door securely 
fastened. There were sounds of a conflict in- 
side, and the police burst in the door and arrest- 
ed allin the place. McGinnis, the proprietor; a 
woman who called herselt his wife, but who 
gave the name of Elizabeth Coakley, and 15 
young men were captured and locked up in the 
Charles-street police station. They were subse- 
any arraigned before Justice Welde, at the 
efferson Market Police Court, and discharged, 
as the persons who had complained to the 
police and had been instrumental in causing the 
arrests failed to produce the necessary evidence 
to support the complaints, 





FOUND IN THE WATER. 

Early yesterday morning Sergt. William 
Welsh, of Battery H, Fifth United States Artil- 
lery, stationed on Governor's Island, discovered 
floating in the water off the western shore of the 


island the body of aman. It was removed to 
the Morgue. The dead man appeared to be 
about 50 years of age, and was 5 feet 9 inches in 
height. His face was smoothrshaven, he wasslight- 
ly bald, and bis hair is dark and freely mixed 
with gray.- The clothing consisted of a black 
overcoat, Kentucky jean trousers, black cloth 
waistcoat, biue flannel shirt, white drawers, and 
gray stockings, and gaiters.
